Refugees who have arrived here re- 
port that the Russians momentarily fear 
a land investment of Port Arthur from 
Pigeon bay. 

Four trains of Russian refugees from 
points south of Taschischias went north 
yesterday. One American citiz and two 
British subjects who were expeiled from 
Port Arthur, without being given the 
right to remove their property, declare 
they were expelled because of alleged re- 
lations with newspaper correspondents, 
which charge, they say, was unjustifiable, 
though the authorities declare they are 
justified in expelling all civilians who are 
not required for defense. The authori- 
ties hate refused to permit the British 
Captain Riddle to take his ship, the Fox- 
ton Aiall. to Che Foo. It is understood 
if the ship is released a Russian skipper 
will be sent with her for the purpose of 
preventing intelligence of the Russian 
operations being given to the Japanese 
blockaders.

LONDON NOW BELIEVES 
BIG FIGHT NOW IMMINENT.

ONDON, February 28.—The

between Russians and Japanese at 
Ping Yang, which is less than 150 
m. -S direct north of Seoul. It has 
been the belief here that no fight of 
| proportions would occur before the 
| weather grew more temperate, but if 
| the Russians are in sufficient force 
'a bloody engagement is likely to fol- 
low within a few days. 

A Berlin cable says that military 
authorities in Russi’ now profess to 
have received exact information as to 
the Japanese plan of campaign. They 
state the Japanese have already 
landed bodies of troops in northwest 
Korea at Chinnampo, and that these 
troops are engaged in establishing 1 
line of fortifications along the banks 
of the Tsitong. The intention of 
the Japanese, according to the Rus- 
sian view, is to run a series of forti- 
fications right across to Chinnampo. 
These measures, Russians believe, 
have been arranged inorder to defend 
middle and southern Korea from the 
Russians, should Japanese be unsuc- 
cessful on the Yalu anc in Manchu- 
ria. 

It is said the Japanese have al- 
ready seized Yang Tau, in the El- 
liott islands, converting Thornton 
harbor, which is fairly free from ice, 
into a naval base. 

The Japanese are said to have be- 
gun their advance from Ping Yang. 
The army is said to be more than 
one hundred and fifty thousand 
strong. te 


JAPS KEEP SECRET THE 
AMOUNT OF DAMAGE DONE. 
Che Foo, February 28.—While the Japa- 
nese report that their fleet was unscath- 
ed in their latest attacks on Port Arthur, 
they using every endeavor in at- 
tempting to prevent details of any in- 
jury to the Japanese fleet from leeking 
out. Survivors said to be from sunken 
junk transports who landed here are not 
allowed to see any one. They will be sent 
home on parole. The original fleet tn 
front of Port Arthur consisted of sixteen 
ships. Two battle ships and a dispatch 
boat are missing. It is jearned from two 
sources that two of the missing warships 
were taken to Sasebo in a disabled con- 
dition.

HAYASHI TELLS WHY 
JAPAN CENSORS NEWS. 


London, February 28.—In reference to 
the severity of the censorship exercised 
by the Japinese government over the 
news dispatches Baron Hayashi, the Japa- 
nese minister to England, said to the As- 
sociated Press today: 

“| have had

this subject, but I believe that our post- 
tion is not ontTy right, but will be admitted 
to be such by those who look into the 
circumstances. . 
“We fighting against numerical 
odds, which are quite out of proportfon 
to the oddg against any combatant in 
recent wars. We are fighting for our ex- 
istence and our hope of maintaining it 
to strike swiftly and secretly at the 
beginning. To get in the first blows 
means more to us than, I think, {t ever 
meant and to insurgs 
this it is vital for us to demand a system 


are

to any belligerent, 
of secrecy which had not been neceasary 
in even reeent warfare. Even at the risk 
of alienating temporarily the friendship of 
the press of the world, we must prevent 
even a whisper of our intentions reaching 
our powerful enemy. 

“Before war was declared I knew that 
our military authorities had decided that 
our censorsilp must be more rigid than 
ever before attempted. One line would 
have ruined our first attack on Port Ar- 
thus—one line might ruin our projected 
land operations. 

“When we fought China we gave the 
war correspondents free latitude and in 
many cases they took advantage of this 
to predict our movements. That did not 
matter much when China was our enemy, 
but against a power like Russia’ so im- 
mensely superior in eventual resources, it 
might turn the scale. When you fight for 
life, everything else becomes of minor im- 
portance. 

“I cannot believe that Japan will lose 
friends because she has been obliged to 
Impose such a careful censorship. I do 
not think the present rigor of the cef- 
sorship will be continued very long, but 
momentarily the conditions of the cam- 
paign make even insignificant movements 
clews towards our main naval and milli- 
tary objectives. When our operations are 
complete I have no doubt the censorship 
will be relaxed. 

“Our own press and people are undef- 
going the same regime. There is no dis- 
crimination, and I think vou will find as 
much if not more news of the war from 
the Japanese side in the New York and 
London papers as you will in the Japanese 
Papers.” 

The baron does not expect that his 
government will issue any proclamation 
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‘ofthe blockade of Port Arthur until. the 
Japanese are able to cut the communica- 
tions by which food supplies now reach 
that _place. He points out that New 
Chwang is practically .blockaded by the 
ice. When the ice breaks. yp and if the 
naval necessity st{ll exists the minister 
Says that Japan probably will issue a 
blockade proclamation. 

It does not look as if there would be any 
Immediate serious land action, but ap- 
pears probable that Admiral Togo may 
make another attempt to bottle up Port 
Arthur by sinking across the channel one 
of the old Chinese battle ships captured 
in the war between Japan and China. 


RUSSIAN ACCOUNT 
OF PORT ARTHUE FIGHT. 
London, February 29.—A_ Russian 
correspondent of the Associated Preas 
at- Port Arthur, cabling under yes- 
terday’s date, describes the combat be- 
tween the Russian cruiser Novik and the 
‘Japanese squadron following the attempt 
of the Japanese to bottle up the Russian 
fleet in Port Arthiw February 24, as 
follows: 
“The Novik impetuously bearing down 


on the squadron of the enemy Was ob-. 


served to fire on the Japanese flagship 
and she then immediately opened fire 
with all her batteries The Japanese an- 
Bwered with a running fire. 

“The guns of our squadron thundered 
and the batteries of the forts roared. The 
battle had begun. 

“The Novik, going at full speed, did 
not give the enemy a chance to aim, but 
flew by, her bow guns belching forth 
solid shot. Then turning at full speed 
she showered him with shells from her 
stern . batteries. 

“The Novik was in the very midst of 
the enemy's fire and shells hissed past 
ind fell close by, raising tremendous 
tolumns of water. That’s what you call 
‘serving ‘guns, 

“The officers remained cool and calm. 
The firing proceeded without the least 
 eorfusioh ‘and was seasoned with that 
humor which never deserts a Russian 
even in moments of terrible danger. 

“The Novik continued maneuvering, 
alternately approaching the enemy and 
withdrawing until she received an injury 
to her stern. One gunner was killed. 
Still enthusiastically sustaining her fire, 
the Novik turned to the shore. At this 
moment a column of fire and smoke was 
noticed on the Japanese flagship. After 
that the Novik repaired to her dock.” 

The above dispatch ag received from 
Port Arthur speaks of the combat be- 
tween the Novik and the Japanese squad- 
ron as taking place last Saturday, Feb- 
ruary 27, but it probably refers to the 
fight during the attempt of the Japanese 
squadron to bottle up the Russian fleet 
on the morning of February 24. 


RUSSIAN DENIAL 
i OF FROZEN SOLDIERS. 
St. Petersburg, February 28.—General 


Levaschiff, chief of the military trans- 
port department, has thought it neces- 


sary to make a statement to allay pub- 
lic fear that troops crossing Lake Baikel 
are suffering terrible severities, as re- 
ports are current that many men have 
16st their a@ms and legs from cold. The 
general declares that this is untrue. He 
says that the part of Lake Baikal traw 
ersed by sleighs is 25 miles wide. There 
are warm shelters half way across, 
where fires are kept burning, and refresh- 
ments are supplied troops. Five soldiers 
are conveyed in each horse sleigh, and 
tHeir transport is moving like clockwork. 
Some men have had their cheeks and ears 
frostbitten, but the doctors who are in 
attendance at the stations apply rem- 
edies. 


BUT LITTLE CHANCE 
FOR OPEN SEA FIGHT. 

Tokio, February 28.—As the campaign 
+ Progresses it seems that the chances are 
growing slimmer for a great pitched bat- 
tle on the open sea between the fleets of 
modern battle ships which the world has 
long awaited.

In regard to the opening of Wiju, for 
which United States Minister Allen has 
long been pressing, it hag been de- 
cided to await the formal announce- 
ment of the Japanese, whose influence is 
now dominant in Korea. Japan undoubt- 
edly approved and the incident has a sig- 
nificant bearing on the future of Korea, 
aSsuming that Japan is triumphant.

St. Petersburg, February 28.—The offi- 
cial announcement by Major General 
Pflug, chief of staff to Viceroy <Alexieff, 
that Russian cavalry had crossed the 
Yalu river, is expected to be followed 
shortly by. news of rather heavy land 
fighting, as, according to seemingly trust- 
worthy reports, General Linevitch has 
sent a whee army corps of infantry to 
Support the Cossacks, who have pene- 
trated to a point below Anju and who 
are reported to have beaten the Japa- 
nese in several skirmishes. Neverihe- 
less, if this movement in force is pro- 
gressing, it must not be assumed that 
the Russians have taken the offensive, 
but rather that they are taking up a 
strong position in northern Korea in 
order to check the advance of the for- 
midable army of Japanese landing on 
both shores of Korea while .the concen- 
tration of* Russian troops behind the 
Yalu fs being completed. This concen- 
tration is making better progress than 
is generally believed abroad. 

The movement ef troops eastward over 
the Trans-Siberian railway will be great- 
ly accelerafed henceforth, as telegraphic 
reports say that the ice railroad over 
Lake Baikal was completed today. Up 
to this time the tracks have been used 
as far as laid, the soldiers marching from 
the terminus of the line to the other 
shore. 

Major General Pflug’s report that Gen- 
eral Ma’s army is west of the Liao river 
agrees with the statement of the special 
correspondent of The Russ at Tientsin 
that the Chinese War minister is hurry- 
ing large bodies of troops to the nortb- 
eastern frontier of Pechili. This report 
says the troops are not going by rail, 
but are marching by night. | 
‘ Ma’s Army in Near. -- 

The military sttuation will be greatly 
complicated if General Ma’s army is 
really moving to the rear of the Russian 
position with the intention of making 
gommon cause With the Japanese, as it 
will expose both Russian flanks to at- 
tack, 

The blockade of Port Arthur continues 
The ne seem regigned for the pres. 
ent not to expect to accomplish much by 
sea, realizing that the Port Arthur fleet is 
overmatched in both ships and guns; but 
they hint that things may be different in 
the spring if the Baltic fleet goes out and 
effects a juncture with that of Port Ar- 
thur. 

Serious cansideration is also ‘heing 
given to the feasibility of spending $50,- 
000,000 on torpedo boat destroyers to be 
sent in sections to Viadivostock and Port 
Arthur. Three hundred mechanics and 
dock yard artificers were sent to the 
Far East last week and experts declare 
that the boats could be built, sent and 
fitted out. there in eight months. After 
all, however, the hopes’ and hearts of 
the Russians are centered in their army, 
and, with Genera] Kuropatkin at its head, 
although he has not faced a foe since 
the siege of Plevna, victory is considered 
assured. 

The war excitement here and through- 
out Russia generally seems to be dying 
down. The patriotic demonstrations 
which everywhere followed the outbreak 
of hostilities have been succeeded by 
calmness on the part of the peuple, but 
the crowds stil] gather about the bulle- 
tins from Vicera Alexieff which are 
pested in various parts of the city.

IT MUST BE DONE. 
SAYS NICHOLAS 


(zat Indorses the Rules of 
War, Which Are Published, 


St. Petersburg, February 28.—Rules of 
War were published officially tonight. 
The original draft of these rules was 
indorsed by the czar with the “it must 
be so.” 

According to rule | Japanese subjects 
will be allowed during the war to remain 
in Russia under the protection of the 
law, and will. be permitted to pursue 
peaceful occupations. Japanese living in 
the east, under the jurisdiction of Viceroy 
Alexieff, are excepted. 

Rule 2 declares that Japanese merchant- 
men which were in Russian ports when 
war was declared will be permitted to 
remain, but they must leave when they 
have loaded their cargoes, which must 
not include centraband of war. Suffi- 
cient time will be allowed for loading, 
but in any case these vessels will be 
allowed not more than forty-eight hours 
after the publication of this proclama- 
tion. 

Rule 3 says that subjects of neutral 
states will be allowed to carry on busi- 
ness uninterruptedly with Russian ports 
and towns, provided they observe Russian 
law and the principles of international 
law. 

Rule 4 points out that it Is the duty of 
the high military authorities to take all 
steps to insure the freedom of the lawful 
trade of subjects of neutral etates in- 
sofar as the commerce t!s permissible 
under the exigencies of war. 

Rule 5 says that in regard to the neu- 
tral trade the following points must be 
abserved: 

(a) The flag covers the cargo for a 
belligerent excepting contraband of war. 

(b) Neutral goods under the enemy's 
flag, except contraband of war, are 


not subject to confiscation. 

(c) Blockades to be obligatory must be 
effective: that is, by a sufficient force 
to cut off approach to the enemy's terrtl- 
tory. 

According to the rules the following will 
be regarded as contraband of war: 

(a) Every kind of small arms and guns 
complete, or in separate parts, and ar- 
mor. 

(b) Parts of firearms and ammunition, 
fuses, shells and buWets. 

(c) Caps, cartridges, cartridge cases, 
powder, saltpeter, sulphur, explosives or 
materials for purpose of explosion, such 
as dynamite, paroxylin, conductors and 
everything for eXploding mines. 

(a) Everything appertaining to artil. 
lery, engineering and troop trains, such 
as gun carriages, limber@, cartridges, 
ammunition boxes, field smiths, instru- 
ment wagons, pontoon bridges, trestles, 
barbed- wire, horse harness for transport 
service, , etc. 

(e) Material for equipment and clothing 
of troops, such as bandoliers, knapsacks, 
sword belts, cuirasses, entrenching tools, 
drums, field kettles, saddles, harness, uni- 
forms, tents, etc. 

(f) Ships bound for the enemy's ports, 
even if sailing under a neutral commer- 
cial flag, if their construction and inter- 
nal arrangements or any other indica- 
tions make it apparent that they have 
been bullt for warlike purposes, or are 
for sale, destined to be handed over to 
the enemy on reaching their destination. 

(g) Every kind of ship’s machinery or 
boilers, mounted or in parts. 

(h) Every kind of fuel, such as coal, 
naphtha, spirits, etc 

(i) Telegraph and telephone materials. 

(k) Everything intended for warfare on 
land or sea; also rice, food stuffs, horses, 
beasts of burden and any other animals, 
intended for war purposes, if they are 
sent at the enemy's cost or order. 

Neutral states are forbidden by rule 7 
to transport the enemy's troops, to carry 
letters or dispatches for the enemy, or to 
place transports or warships at the 
enemy's disposal. Neutral ships with con- 
traband of war of any sort can, accord- 
ing to circumstances, nct only be seized, 
but can also be confiscated. By rule 8 
the imperial government reserves the 
right to depart from the above decisions 
with regard to a neutral or a hostile 
power which, for its part does not observe 
them, and in any given case to make its 
regulations suit special circumstances, 


PFLUG SAYS CHINESE 
ARE INCREASING GUARDS. 

St. Petersburg, February 28.—An offi- 
cial dispatch received from Major Gen- 
eral Pflug, Viceroy Alexieff’s chief of 
staff, which is dated February 28, says: 

‘'™he night of February 27 passed quiet 
at Port Arthur. The enemy's squadron 
keeps in this vicinity. Reports are com- 
ing in of movements of Chinese troops 
west of the Liao river and according to 
rumors about 10,000 Chinese troops, un- 
der General Ma, are on the road be- 
tween Tungchu and Chuojan. The mili- 
tary guard on the Sinminlu rafiway has 
been reinforced, from forty to fifty Chi- 
nese soldiers Having been placed at each 
station, 

“Our mounted troops have entered Ko- 
rea, and the attitude of the population 
is friendly toward us.”’

Captain E. D. Cherry, station master at 
the union depot here and one of the old- 
est men in the service of the Central 
railway, is at the hospital in a dying 
condition with a mutilated limb hanging 
by shreds from the knee down.

LIFE BOATS CAPSIZED 
AS THEY LEFT STEAMER 


Bteamér Queen Reaches Port Town- 
gend, Wash., After Terrible Ex- 
' perience — Fire in Stern 
Seemed Sure to Destroy 
Boat, But Did Not., 


Port Townsend, Wash., February 28.— 
After suffering the most harrowing ex- 
perience from fire and storm that has 
ever befallen a craft on the north Pa- 
cific coast, the steamer Queen today put 
In here to report the logs of fourteen 
lives, The list of dead follows:

Stories of Survivors. 

According to the stories told by pas- 
sengers and the crew the vessel was off 
Tillamook and about 30 miles from land 
when the fire was discovered. There was 
a heavy sea on and the ship was pitch- 
ing badly. When smoke was discovered 
coming out of the social hall on the after 
main deck of the vessel the crew was 
immediately hurried out and the small 
boats manned while the stewards went 
from cabin to cabin waking up passen- 
gers. There was no disorder either among 
the crew or the passengers. When Cap- 
tain Cousins discovered the extent of the 
fire, which embraced practically all the 
rear portion of. the vessel he immediate- 
ly ordered the life boats launched. Four 
filled with women and children and suf- 
ficient men to man them were dropped 
over from the windwerd side of the ves- 
sel, each containing about sixtean people. 
The first boat capsized almost as soon 
as it touched the water by getting under 
the stern of the ship. All the passengers 
in this boat were rescued by the other 
gmail boats with the exception of Miss 
Steiner, a first-class passenger, who was 
drawn under the ship when the boat cap- 
sized. The second boat capsized while be- 
Ing lowered. There were no passengers 
in it at the time, but the crew of four 
men were spilled out and lost. A third 
boat filled about half a mile from the 
Queen and all but four of its passengers 
and crew were rescued by the other small 
erafts. The life boats that were floated 
safely and two rafts that were thrown 
over to pick up any who might be thrown 
in the water remajned in the vicinity of 
the vessel and wéthin view of it, while 
the fire was being fought by the crew and 
those among the passengers that remain- 
ed on board. Every available stream of 
water was thrown into the burning cabin. 
Every man kept his head and worked 
bard to subdue the flames. Despite their 
efforts. however, it was after 7 o'clock 
before the fire was under control and the 
signal given to the small boats to return 
to the vessel. Were it not for the fact 
that the captain, crew and passengers 
behaved with the utmost coolnags the 
vessel would have been destroyed and the 
loss of life enormous. The vessel car- 
ried more than 200 passengers.

Thesé Measures Will Har 
Right of Way This Week 


Confirmation of General Wood Will 
Probably Not Be Considered for 
Next Few Days—Smoot Case 
to Be Considered Tues- 
day--House Forecast. 


Washington, February 2@8.—It is ex- 
pected that both the naval and army ap- 
propriation bills will be reported to the 
senate during the present week, and it 
is intended to take them up for consid- 
eration as soon as possible regardless of 
all other legislation and henceforth to 
give the supply bills right of way to the 
exclusion of all other matters. 

The army appropriation, bill has been 
under consideration by a subcommittee 
of the military committee, and wil] be 
taken up early In the week. The pros- 
pect is that the naval bill will be the 
first to recelve consideration. Both 
measures will meet with opposition and 
probably will be debated at length. 


The bil] authorizing a joint building for 


the use of the state department, the 
department of justice and the depart- 
ment of commerce will be called up on 
Monday by Mr. Fairbanks. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Gorman will seek to se- 
cure various amendments to the meas- 
ure.

It is the general expectation that the 
case wil] receive attention next week. 

At the request of Mr. Beveridge, next 
Thursday has been set aside for consid- 
eration of legislation in the interest of 
Alaska.

Mr. Beveridge, 
however, will not press these bills if 
there are appropriation bills ready. 
The committee on privileges and elec- 
tions will begin its investigation into the 
Smoot case on Tuesday and it is also 
expected that the spevia] committee ap- 
pointed to inquire into the charges 
against Senator Dietrich -will proceed 
with its work during the week. 

Measures of the House.

With these bills out 
of the way the postoffice appropriation 
bill will be placed before the house, the 
consideration of which will consume some 
time. In the meantime the appropria- 
tions committee will perfect the sundry 
civil bill, now in an advanced state 
of preparedness, in order that it may be 
taken up at the earliest practica] mo- 
ment.

CUBAN ELECTION 


PASSED QUIETLY 


—_ 


Ho Disturbance Reported from 
Any Part of Island, 


Liberals Have a Majority in the 
Lower House, and the Republi- 
cans in the Senate—Ballot- 
ing on the American 
Plan. 


Havana, February 28.—The congression- 
al elections, the first ever conducted en- 
tirely under Cuban auspices, were quiet 
and well conducted. Predictions of dis- 
turbances at certain points caused some 
apprehension, but so far as reported noth- 
ing unusual occurred. 

Secretary of the Interior Yero and Gen- 
eral Rodriguez, cammander of the rural 
guards, received dispatches throughout 
the day from al? parts of the island and 
informed the Associate Press that not fn 
a single instance was disorder reported. 

Clenfuegos, which was the scene of dis- 
turbances during the campaign, was no 
exception to this freedom from disorder. 
Rural guards had been placed there with 
a view to their quick availability should 
they be needed, but they were found to 
be necessary. 

The conduct of those in charge of the 
polling places was excellent. The ballots 
were printed on the American plan. The 
government officials say that the peace- 
ful election shows the competency of the 
Cubans for self-government. 

The day was particularly quiet in Ha- 
vana, and the vote was rather light !n 
the majority of the hundred polling 
places. Considerable activity was shown, 
however, and many carriages Were used 
to bring the voters to the polls. 

According to reports from larger cities 
the republicans elected all their congress- 
men and provincial councillors tn Santa 
Clara province and a majority of those 
in Matanzas province, while in Pinar del 
Rio they were divided. The liberal na- 
tionalists were practically everything In 
Havana an@ Santiago provinces, while 
the moderate liberals prevailed in Puerto 
Principe. In Santiago the main contest 
was between the moderate liberals and 
the radicals. 

While the liberal representation in the 
lower house of congtess Appears to have 
been increased by several seats, the small 
republican majority in the senate will 
prevent any radical change of policies.

St. Louis Shipments of Exhibits Ex- 
ceed Those of 1903 

St. Louls, February 28.—That the ex- 
hibit shipments at the world’s fair are 
in excess of the Chicago exposition at a 
similar period before the opening is con- 
clusively shown by a statement prepared 
by Chief Clerk Reagan, of the traffic 
bureau. According to a table he 
prepared. the shipmenst of exhibits

364 cars. The total shipments of ex- 
hibits at the St. Lous fair to and in- 
cluding February 27, aggregate 490 
cars, or an excess of 126 cars.

MAKE NEW MOVE 


Judge Simonton To Decide 
Railroad Receivership Case 


Many Persons Interested in the At- 
lantic and North Carolina Rail- 
road—Make Trip to Charles- 
ton—New Feature of 
Bond Contest. 


Raleigh, N. C., February 28.—(Special.) 
As was predicted, the state and the large 
number of the private stockholders of 
the Atlantic and North Carolina rail- 
way have applied to Judge Simonton, of 
the United States circuit cowmt, at 
Charleston, asking him to set aside the 
order of Judge Purnell, of the United 
States district court here, placing that 
road in the hands of a receiver and ap- 
pointing V. E. McBee the The 
papers were prepared at consultation 
here by the governor and many other 
prominent men and were taken to 
Charleston last night by Attorney Gen- 
eral Gilmer and A. D. Ward, his assis- 
tant counsel; President James A. Bryan, 
of the railway, and W. C. Monroe, its 
attorney. It was the universal opinion 
here among the officials that the order 
would De revoked. Governor Aycock felt 
entirely sanguine about this matter. 
Considerable feeling is shown regarding 
the receivership proceedings. An effort 
to serve the papers under the order of 
Judge Purnell upon President Bryan, of 
the railway, failed, because he had left 
for Charleston half an hour before the 
marshal took the papers. 

The governor has received another bid 
from Walter W. Mills, of Raleigh, and 
associate, for the lease of the road, 
which is now the subject of so much 
interest, namely, the Atlantic and North 
two-thirds owned by the state. 
fixed this week as 


receiver. 


Mills and his associates pledge them- 
selves to build 50 miles of new road. 
This is their second bid. It is under- 
stood that their purpose is to build 
from Goldsboro to a point on the Sea- 
poard Air Line, between Raleigh and 
Weldon. 
Interesting Legal Case. 

On Monday a case of much interest will 
be heard here, this being one against J. 
Cc. L. Harris, attorney, of Raleigh; 
Charles C. Jones, of Goldsboro, and H. 
FE. Dortch, Jr., for whom Judge Brown 
issued bench warrants on the charge of 
conspiracy, blackmail and extortion, in 
forcing J. L. Godfrey, of Jonesboro, to 
pay $1,000 for the return of two North 
Carolina bonds of $1,000 each, stolen 
from his safe. Harris gave bail, but 
Jones and Dortch left the state. The 
solicitor here says Jones Will be present 
for trial Monday. He is in New York, 
and sent a lawyer here to give bond 
for his appearance. Ij not known 
whether Dortch wil] be here or not. 

Feature of Bond Case, 

There is an interesting feature about 
the South Dakota bond suit which the 
United States supreme court decided 
against North Carolina, The persons who 
brought the suit wanted to force North 
Carolina to pay principal and interest 
on all the Western North Carolina rail- 
way bonds but the court gave judgment 
only for the ten bonds which South Va- 
kota held, and which the conspirators, 
ex-Govetnor Russell and ex-Senator Ma- 
rion .Butler had placed in that state's 
hands. The bonds are a lien upon the 
North’*Carolina railway; that is, on the 
$3,000,000 of stock which the state owns 
in the jatter. The first mortgage on this 
road is about $2,500,000, and the shares 
of stock which South Dakota holds are 
a second mortgage. It is said that South 
Dakota cannot hope to get more than 50 
cents on the dollar for its bonds, if it 
sells the stock, or rather has it sold at 
the capitol here, as the supreme court or- 
ders. It is said that if South Dakota 
should itself buy the stock, 100 shares, 
and should demand that the North Car- 
olina railway issue certificates of stock 
for 100 shares, the company would refuse 
the demand and South Dakota would 
have to bring a new suit to enforce it, 
North Carolina would probably become 
a party to the case and would set up 
the first mortgage as a defense, as, the 
new suit would involve the foreclosure of 
the first mortgage, and the bonds to 
secure which this first mortgage is given, 
not being due, South Dakota could not 
obtain a decree of foreclosure, and the 
court would not undertake to set apart 
for the benefit of that state any partic-

STILL LIES ON A MUD BANK. 


Steamship Plant Has Large Hole in 
Port Bow. 


Chester, Pa., February 28.—The steam- 
ship M. F. Plant, Captain Birdsall, from 
Brunswick for Philadelphia, with a cargo 
of ties, which was beached near Marcus 
Hook last night to prevent -her from 
sinking, is stil] ashore. The véssel has a 
hole 12 by 8 inches in the port bow be- 
low the water line, caused by the heavy 
ice in the Delaware river. 

The steamer was making her way slow- 
ly up the river late yesterday afternoon 
against the ice. When off Marcus Hook 
the vessel suddenly listed and Captain 
Birdsall dropped anchor. An examination 
showed a hole in the port bow and it was 
believed that if the steamer was not 
beached she would sink. The anchor 
was quickly weighed and the big vessei 
Was run on the mud bank. At high tide 
her deck at the stern is awash.

Bishop Keiley attacks the system of di- 
vorce in no untertain terms. He com- 
pares the divorce evil to the evils in- 
curred by polygamy and deprecates both 
alike. 

The address was, in part, as follows: 
“When men were told that the written 
word of God was sole witness to and the 
depository of the divine revelation; that 
each man must read it and could easily 
interpret it for himself. it did not take 
an inspired prophet to foresee that such 
a doctrine would lead first of all to a mul- 
tiplication of sects, and next to a denial 
of the sacred character of the Holy 
Scriptures. The multiplication of sects 
is known to all, and few countries have 
exhibited so fruitful a soil for these nox- 
ious growths as our own republic. 

“The second consequence of attempting 
to supplant the house builded on a rock 
by the house builded on the shifting 
sands of private judgment is seen to- 
day in one of the most lamentable symp- 
toms of Christian life outside the church 
of God. Time was when the Bible, and 
the Bible alone, was the war cry of the 
sects. But today it is an incontestible 
fact that the Bible is losing its hotd 
Over the minds and hearts of our non- 
Catholic brethren, 

‘Numbers of the preachers of the va- 
rious Protestant sects openly deny the 
plenary inspiration of the Scripture and 
its divine authority. When protestant- 
ism presumed to reject certain books as 
apocrypal, it put in place the wedges des. 
tined in time to cleave in twain the sys- 
tem which called itself evangelical and 
appealed to the Bible as its foundation. 
Unfortunately, having rejected the Scrip- 
tures, they have nothing else on which 
to fall back; and hence, day by day is it 
becoming more evident that Protestant- 
ism as a system is doomed, and that ra- 
tionalism or agnosticism ig to sup- 
plant it. 

“To the rejection of the church and the 
substitution of the civil authority for 
that established by Christ is due 
the utter disregard of Christ's teach- 
ings on the subject of marriage 
by all Protestant sects. There have 
not been wanting brave and good men 
among the clergy and lalfy who have 
boldly denounced the ,growing/(evil. But 
nothing shows so conclusively_the failure 
of the non-Catholic sects to correspond to 
the teachings of Christ than thefr inabili- 
ty to cope with this disgrace. Irs various 
assemblages of these sects we find from 
time to time voices raised in defense of 
the sanctity of marriage, but the voice 
of the laity predominates, and whén the 
so-called leaderge of society are the\ most 


ser- 
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guilty in this regard and shamefully defy 
God's law and common decency by ap- 
peals to the divorce court and subsequent 
mockery of a sacred rite, what can we 
expect except the subserviency of the 
shepherds to the opinion of the flock? 

“The lord has laid down the law, and 
no court, state or federal, can alter 
it. Every one that putteth away his 
wife and marrieth another committeth 
adultery, and he that marrieth her that is 
put away from her husband committeth 
adultery, 

“The church highly disapproves of the 
marriage of Catholics and baptized Pro- 
testants, and though some ignorant 
Catholics deem her conduct in thus con- 
demning these unions ag unduly severe, 
a lamentable experience justifies her de- 
cision. No one knows the immense loss 
of mortal souls due to what are called 
mixed marriages. What elSe can we ex- 
pect when one of the parties to the 
contract looks on it as a sacred and 
solemn rite established by Christ and in- 
dissoluble except by death; and the other 
regards it as a pureN civil contract 
over which the courts have jurisdiction, 
and which they may dissolve at will. 

“The sanctity of the Christian home 
is in the indissolubility of the marriage 
tie. Christian marriage. once consum- 
mated, can never be disSolved, save by 
death. Let it be well understood that 
even adultery, though it may justify 
separation from bed and board, cannot 
the marriage tie so that either 
party can marry again dttring the life 
of the other. Nor has ‘legal divorce’ 
the slightest power before God to loose 
the bond of marriage and to make a 
subsequent marriage valid. 

“As devoted to the best interests of our 
republic and anxious for its perpetuity 
we view with alarm the Increase of di- 
vorces in our land due to the scandalous 
looseness of legislation in many states. 
It not the individual, but the family, 
which is the safeguard of our boasted 
civilization. Divorce attacks the root of 
the family and deprives it of its sacred 
character.’”’

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‘COMMISSION REPORTS ON PRESSING NEED FOR CHANGES 
IN THE CONDITIONS AT ELLIS ISLAND IMMIGRATION STATION 
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+ Washington, February 28.—The report 
lof the special commission appointed by 
the president on September 16 last to in- 
restigate the conditiong existing at the 
 ¥Ilis Island immigration station, New 
. York, was made public today by the sec- 
retary of commercé and labor, to whose 
department the matter was referred by 
the president. 

The members of the commission were: 
Mr. Arthur V. BriéSen, chairman; Lee K. 
Frankel, secrtary, and Eugene A. Phil- 
bin, Thomas W., Hynes and Ralph 
Trautmann. 

The report states that the commission 
has had public hearings, notice of which 
was given in the dally press, and all 
persons from whom it had reason to be- 
lieve information could We obtained, 
Including many officiale stationed at El- 
lis Island, were also informed of ‘such 
hearings. The commission did not con- 
fine itself to calling those who destred 
to testify. but personally made 
inquiry of many whose inter- 
course With the _ station presuma- 
bly gave them an opportunity of 
supplying rellable information. During 
the progress of the investigation the com- 
mission made various visits to Ellis Is- 
land and persona! inspections of the 
methods of administration prevalling 
there. As a basis for its report it submits 
700 pages of testimony. besides the writ- 
fen views_of those whose study of the 
question of immigration entitled their 
opinions upon the subject to the consider- 
Btion of the commission. 

The réport is treated under two heaad- 
ings—first, the charges of neglect or iIl 
treatment of allens, and secondly, the in- 
cidents attendant upon the deportation’ 
or exclusion of those not admissible to 
this country under the terms of the law. 


Inspection at Foreign Ports. 


The report states that there is no hard 
and fast rule by which to determine 
whether aliens are likely to become pub- 
lic charges or not, declaring that Com- 
missioner Williams had averred, both 
from his own experience and from the 
records of the station, that some aliens 
are virtually paupers with $100, while 
others succeed in supporting themselves 
if they have only $10 to begin with. It 
fis stated that the stafistics show that In 
1902, 30 otft of every 10,000 tmmigrants 
became public charges, as against 9 out 
of every 10,000 residents. The commis- 
sion states that it has given careful con- 
Sideration to a suggestion that much of 
this hardship would be spared the alien 
if the government were to substitute for 
the investigation at Ellis Island an in- 
quiry abroad. It doeg not regard such a 
Suggestion as practical, but deems it 
highly advisaile if the inquiry now con- 
Gucted at the immigrant statio¥#$ could 
be supplemented by investigations made 
in foreign countries by United States 
authorities. The commission holds, how- 
ever, that it would be hazardous to 
ellow an alien to land upon an examina- 
tion made abroad, because there are 
cértain facts that are more readily ascer- 
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tained after arrftval at an American port, 
and cites ag an illustration the case of 
aliens who are permitted to land, not- 
withstanding the risk of their becoming 
public charges, upon the assurance of 
relatives or friends in this country. 
Exclusion During the Year 1903. 
oe A2! RAB at 
Ellis island for inspection during the past 
fiscal year, 6,839 were excluded and re- 
turned to Europe at the expense of the 
bringing them here. During 
the month of December, 1902, the largest 
proportion of deportations occurred, 
amounting to about 3 per cent of the ar- 
rivals during that month. In May and 
June of 1903 about | per cent of the ar- 
rivals were excluded.

Alien Contract Labor Law. 

While the commission thinks that no 
One who has given careful study to alien 
eontract labor can question the wisdom 
of the law, it is of opinion that the great- 
est hardship to desirable immigrants re- 
sults from the method of enforcing the 
law. It holds, however, despite various 
suggestions that have been made as to 
appropriate rules in relation to the dis- 
position of such cases, that each case 
must be decided according to its own 
peculiar merits, avoiding technical Iinter- 
pretations where there is no actual vio- 
lation, and recommends such an amend- 
ment of the law as will admit such’aliens 
in ‘all cases in which a successful prose- 
cution cannot be maintained against the 
contracter. 

The commission states t¥at in making 
the comment that the law is apt to be too 
technically enforced, it does not ignore 
the facts disclosed by Mr. Marcus Braun, 
a special immigrant inspector, in a report 
recently made by him, showing that 
great ingenuity is exercised. abroad in 
evading the provisions of the contract 
labor law, declaring, however, that none 
of the instances mentioned by Mr. Braun 
presents facts similar to those which have 
been given as examples of unreasonable 
Interpretation.

The report appears to take the view that 
appeals from the decision of the examin- 
ing surgeon should be allowed to a board 
of physicians, and again urges that chil- 
dren found to have trachoma in its non- 
contagious form should be admitted to 
private hospitals for treatment at the ex- 
pense of the friends of such djseased 
alleng. 
Conclusions of the Commission. 

First. That the charge that there has 
been improper detention of large num- 
bers of immigrants for special inquiry is 
unfounded. 

That the charge that i!mmi- 
grants have been refused permission to 
leave Ellis island until their relatives are 
heard from is true, in so far as every 
effort is made to protect 
from falling into evil hands. 

Thaf the charge that there has 
been deportation of large numbers of {m- 
migrants, who should have been allowed 
to land, is not supported by any evidence, 
the commission finding the contrary to 
be the fact.

have not been sustained except on the 
question of the interpretation of the law, 
which leads to the exclusion of interested 
parties and representatives of the immi- 
grants from hearings. 

Fifth. That the charge that there 
overcrowding in the detention rooms is 
in many cases well founded, but as long 
as larger quarters are not at the disposal 
of the authorities this difficulty cannot 
be overcome. 

Sixth. That the charge that there are 
unclean conditions in ang about the build- 
ings at Ellis island has not been support- 
ed by the proofs. On the contrary, thea 
buildings and appointments were found 
exceptionally clean, except as to the suf- 
ficient disinfection of the blankets. 

Seventh. That the charge that there 
is too severe an interpretation of the law 
by the officers at Ellis island is not sus- 
tained by the proofs. 

Eighth. That the commission 
find any evidence of a general 
against immigration displayed 
commissioner of immigration 
under him in the 
duty. 

Ninth. That the charge that the build- 
ings are inadequate in their appointments 
and extents is fully sustained. 

Tenth. That the charge that children 
and women and others who are detained 
at Ellis island or in the hospitals thereof 
are required to do menial work is not 
sustained, although #t would probably 
benefit those who are detained if they 
were given some work to do. 

Finally, the commission reports, upon 
the evidence, that the immigrant is not 
treated unkindly, but, on the contrary, 
with every possible consideration, so far 
as the inadequate facilities at Ellis island 
will permit. He ig well fed, fairly well 
housed, taken care of in the hospital 
when sick—all without expense to him- 
self. If permitted to land, that permis- 
sion releases him instantly from the di- 
rect control of the Ellis island authori- 
ties, If, however, friends or relatives 
who will act in the nature of special 
protectors are expected to call for him, he 
is again given his food and lodging, with- 
Out expense to himself, until their ar- 
rival. The commission is under the duty 
to unhesitatingly declare ‘that Commis- 
sioner Williams is entitled to the highest 
commendation for the indefatigable zeal, 
the intelligent supervision he has exer- 
cised in administering the affairs of the 
Ellis island station, and for the humane 
consideration he has invariably shown to 
the immigrants while they remained un- 
der his Jurisdiction.

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Gathering Cotton Crap Statistics. 

In another column The Constitution 
presents a communication from Con- 
gressman Albert 8S. Burleson, of Texas, 
relative to the bill for the improve 
ment of the federal system of gather- 
ing cotton statistics, of which he is the 
author. We also reproduce the bill 
itself, realizing that it has a peculiar 
interest to our readers, and commend 
both for a careful reading. 

Mr. Burleson’s letter was inspired 
by a recent editorial reference of this 
paper to his bill, in which the hope 
was expressed that the proposed meas- 
ure would lead to some effective plan 
of perfecting the present inadequate 
government system of obtaining cotton 
crop statistics. The purpose of the 
Burleson bill is most commendable, 
and many of its provisions highly 
practicable, There may be a disposition 
to criticise the manner in which it pro- 
poses to defray the expense of gather- 
ing the statistics, and the author him- 
self expresses the wish that “some 
method other than taxation would oc- 
cur to me as a means of gathering this 
information, but it has not, notwith- 
standing I have given this matter care- 
ful thought for years.” 

The Constitution merely mentioned 
the possible objection tentatively as 
based on a general principle of opposi- 
tion to discriminative legislation, 
should the same system not be ex- 
tended to the reports of cereal crops. 
This is a matter on which the farmers 
should “speak out” and Mr. Burleson’s 
letter opens the way for a thoughtful 
consideration of the whole subject by 
the planters of the south and the ex- 
pression- of their conclusions to the 
Texas congressman direct. It is in 
order for the people immediately in- 
terested to give the author of the bill 
designed to benefit them the benefit 
of their opinions in the premises, for 
he has made it clear that he is open 
to advice and has no particular pride 
of authorship in the pending measure, 
desiring above all else to secure relia- 
ble cotton crop statistics by a just and 
proper economic method: 

The people of the south are vitally 
impressed in this question and under- 
stand full well the Anfluence of crop 
reports upon the market. They realize 
with Mr. Burleson that the present 
em. while an/iimprovement in some 

: methods of statistics

production of cotten is often the dif- 


ference between success and failure, 


and there can be no doubt that of- 
ficial statistics can influence the price 
of the staple to that extent. The im- 
portance of honest, correct statistics is 
obvious to every cotton grower and de- 
sired above all things. f 

The Constitution would, therefore, 
advise .its thousands jof interested 
readers throughout the length and 
breadth of the cotton belt to ponder 
the Burleson bill well and, if it is pos- 
sible to suggest an amendment calcu- 
lated to obviate the objection shared 
by the author himself, write to Repre- 
sentative Burleson at Washington sug- 
gesting desirable modifications in the 
measure. There is wisdom in popular 
counsel, and no doubt many of our 
readers have already given the subject 
long and expert study. Let them give 
Mr. Burleson the suggestions he in- 
vites and he may be enabled to modify 
his bill more to his own and the peo- 
ple’s liking. 

We expect widespread interest to 
be aroused by this suggestion and 
much good to result therefrom along 
the lines indicated. It is devoutly to 
be hoped that the final outcome of this 
popular consideration of the question 
will be a new cotton statistics report 
law, fathered by the able member from 
Texas. which will stand the test and 
put an end to imputations against its 
accuracy and disinterestedness.

The Lines of Neutrality. 
If the conflict in the Far East is 
confined to the present belligerents, 
with no serious complications involv- 


ing other nations, the credit for this | 


greatly desired restriction should be 
given the government of the United 
States. 

The Japanese adherence to the prin- 
ciples of Mr. Hay’s identical note sent 
both belligerents—similar notes, at his 
suggestion, being sent also by other 
neutral governments—is certain to be 
followed by Russian adherence, if, in- 
deed, formal] notification of this is not 


already on the way to Washinczton.: 


But whether any furfher reply does Gr 
does not come from Russia, there has 
already been accomplished what the 
American government sought. The lo- 
calization of hostilities, so far as prac- 
ticable, is assured and, what is of far 
gr@ater importance, international sup- 
port is,given the announcement of the 
weak Chinese government that it pro- 
poses to remain neutral. 

In the speculation that was indulged 
in before tae text of the Hay note was 
made public, several different ver- 
sions of the ‘American plan were given 
and out of these grew the Russian sus- 
picion of ulterior designs. Just what 
the United States did suggest to Rus- 
sia and Japan it is well to bear in 
mind. The language of the Hay note 
addressed to the American ambassa- 
dor at St, Petersburg and the Ameri- 
can minister at Tokio is as follows: 

“You will express to the minister of 
foreign affairs the earnest desire of 
the government of the United States 
that in the course of the military op- 
erations which have been begun be- 
tweén Russia and Japan, the neutral- 
ity of China, and in all practicable 
ways her administrative entity, shall 
be respected by both parties, and that 
the area of hostilities shall be local- 
jzed and limited as much as pdéssible, 
so that undue excitement and disturb 


prevented and the least possible loss 
to the commerce and the peaceful in- 
tercourse of the world may be occa- 
sioned.” 

The possibility of a panic at Pekin 
and an anti-foreign uprising through- 
out China, such as occurred in 1900, 
had been held out in the official ad- 
vices received at Washington and 
| some of the European capitals. The 
United States, because of the fact that 
it is tied up in no entangling foreign 
alliances, was in the best position to 
call this matter to the attention of all 
the powers, and this was promptly 
done. 

As long ag war rages, the possibility 
of the conflict spreading so as to in- 
volve other nations exists; but this 
possibility has been minimized to the 
smallest practicable degree by the ad- 
herence of all the important nations 
of the world to the principles of the 
Hay note. This means just what it 
says. There is no covert threat in it. 
It makes not enly for the neutrality, 
but the administrative entity of the 
Chinese empire and is distinctly in the 
interest of every nation whose designs 
toward that nation are solely those in- 
volved in the promotion of closer 
trade relations. It not only means the 
restriction of the war between Russia 
and Japan, so as to keep it off Chinese 
soil so far as possiblé, but it binds:the 
nations more closely in the preserva- 
tion of the integrity of China, in which 
most, if not all, of them are deeply 
interested. It has been described as 
the most important step yet taken for 
the preservation of China, and it is.

Another Evangel of Southern Prog- 
ress. 

In the current number of Fuel, a 
Chicago trade journal, Herman Justi, 
of the Illinois Coal Operators’ As- 
sociation, has an interesting article 
which ‘throws some strong sidelights 
on solithern progress in industrial 
development. The writer shows why 
depressions and even panics in the 
stock market «cannot materially af- 
fect southern general prosperity, and 
the facts and figures he has marshal- 
ed in support of his argument are at 
once convincing and inspiring. 

Mr. Justi shows that the agricul- 
tural, industrial and mineral _re- 
sources of this favored section are too 
vast and offer too many easy open- 
ings for capital and immigration for 
the south to suffer from the recur- 
rence of stagnation in other parts of 
the country. He points out the fact 
that the labor question is infinitely 


continue to weigh in influencing men 
of means and enterprise to locate in 
so promising a field. ‘Ai decade ago 
the spindles in southern cotton mills 
numbered 5,455,000, against 6,976,000 
at the present time. The products of 
southern mills and factories have 
reached the handsome approximate 
aggregate of $500,000,000. The past 
season’s cotton crop brought the pro- 
ducers in the neighborhood of $700,- 
000.000. 

The mineral statistics given are 
equally impressive. In 1869, two 
years after the close of the war, the 
south saw its first coke iron furnace. 
Now the furnaces of the kind total 
ninety-three, with annual capacity of 
3,500,000 to 4.000.000 tons of coke 
iron. “In 1903,” this writer states, 
“the output of coal in the southern 
states will certainly reach, if it does 
not exceed, 60.000.000 to 70,000,000 
tons.” Of oil the Sour Lake district 
in Texas produces 45,000 barrels a 
day; Spindle Top, 17,000 barrels and 
Jennings, La., 3,000 barreis. The 
mining of phosphate fertilizer is an- 
other important industry of recent 
development. Mr. Justi also men- 
tions the rapid strides being made in 
Texas and Louisiana in rice culture, 
the successful raising of shipping 
steers in the gulf states, including 
Florida and Georgia, and the wonder- 
ful lumber development of the back 
districts, particularly in the pine belt. 

The effect of the building of the 
Panama canal upon southern progress 
is thus referred to: 

These few facts casually named assure 
certain progress on an undiminished 
scale. And now that the isthmian canal 
is a matter of the near future, another 
impetus is given to southern development; 
one that guarantees a growth in the next 
ten or fifteen years which will eclipse 
the wonderful record of the last quarter 
century. 

Truly the lines of the south have 
been cast in fortunate places, and the 
world is coming to appreciate the full 
significance of what the south offers 


capital and industry.

FOR EXHIBIT 
OF OUR COTTON 


Movement To Have Textile 
Exhibit in South 
Africa, 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, February 28.—(Special.)— 
A proposition to have the United States 
represented at the coming: exposition at 
Cape Town, South Africa, is now pending 
before congress, having been brought to 
the attention of that body by Hon. DB. Y. 
Webb, of North Carolina. 

Americans generally seem to have over- 
looked the fact that there {s to be a 
great South African exposition at the 
principal city of Cape Colony in Decem- 
ber of this year and the following Jan- 
uary, but Mr. Webb has been investigat- 
ing the project closely because he sees 


‘in it a splendid opportunity for the cot- 


ton mill men of the southern states to 
make an exhibit of their products in what 
Ought to prove a good field for Ameri- 
can trade. To this end Mr. Webb has 
introduced a bill appropriating $50,000 
for a textile and agricultural exhibit at 
that exposition. 

His biJl provides that the secretary of 
commerce and labor, or a deputy to be 
appointed by the president, shall repre- 
Sent the United States at this exposition 
by causing a suitable and proper exhibi- 
tion to be made of the textile products 
and agricultural products of the country; 
that said commissioner or deputy Is di- 
rected to put on exhibition samples of all 
American manufactured textile g0o0ds 
which could be consumed by the inhabi- 
tants of South Africa. 

To cover the full cost, an appropriation 
of $50,000 is embodied in the Dill. 

In speaking about the project, 
Webb said: | 

“The bill really speaks for itself. While 
its provisions are general so far as they 
relate to representation of this country, 
my principal object, of course, is to pave 
the way for an exhibit of southern cot- 
ton goods and agricultural products. 
South Africa is already a large con- 
Sumer of cotton goods, especially of the 
coarser grades made in such quantity 
by the southern mills, but so far the Eng- 
lish mills have monopolized the market. 
I believe that if we can make an ade- 
quate showing of the products of Ameri- 
ean mills—northern as well as southern— 
we can open up a trade with that sec- 
tion of the world that will in time prove 
of ‘great value. I have consulted with 
a large number of the members of the 
committee to which the bill has been 
referred and I am strongly in hope of 
getting a favorabfé report. As I have 
said, while the exhibit wid be of much 
value to the commerce of the country 
as a whole, it would, it seems to me, 
be of especial value to the southern 
states."’ 


THE PASSING THRONG. 


That some means should be devised 
for lessening the work of the judge of 
the Fulton county superior court ig just 
Now being urged by many leading At- 
lanta lawyers. 

“There is not q harder worked man in 
Georgia than Judge Lumpkin,’’ remarked 
a well known attorney yesterday, ‘‘the 
truth is he has just twice as niuch busi- 
ness ag he can well attend to. I don't 
think there igs a lawyer practicing before 
him but will concede that. 

‘The law business of Fulton county has 
kept pace with the growth of Atlanta and 
there is enough motion business alone 
to ¢retty nearly fill up the time of the 
judge of the superior court and the pro- 
visions for his aid by the judge of the 
Stone mountain circult are inadequate. 

‘To establish another superior court 
in this county would necessitate a change 
in the constitution, a long wait, consider- 
able expense and other’ undesirable 
things. How to relieve Judge Lumpkin

without a constitutional amendment ig a 


problem, 

“The plan which I think the majority 
of the Atlanta lawyers favor is, however, 
very simple. It is to take away the 
counties of Newton, Rockdale, Clayton 
and Campbell from the Stone mountain 
circult, leaving only De Kalb county. 
This could be done by a mere act of 
the legislature and there could be in- 
corporated into the act a provision that 
the judge of De Kalb or Stone Mountain 
circuit should devote the time not re- 
quired in his own county to’alding Judge 
Lumpkin In the disposal of cases. 

“As it is now Judge Roan, of the Stone 
Mountain circuit has five good counties 
to hold court in besides the criminal 
business which he must hear in Atlanta. 
Under this regime it is Impossible for 
him to give Fulton county much more 
time than is necegsary for the trial of 
jail cases. 

If he were to confine his work, however, 
to the four counties besides De Kalb 
composing his circuit, he would have 
plenty to do, and if not another county 
could be added to take the place of; De 
Kalb. This mst named county would be 
an entirely new circuit. 

“We need some help in relieving the 
present congestion of court businss as 
well as aidifig Judge Lumpkin. This 
change in fhe Stone Mountaln circult 
would accomplish the ends in view, meet 
with the endorsement of nearly all the 
bar as well as Judge Roan and Judge 
Lumpkin. 

“There are several members of the leg- 
islature who would be glad to introduce 


such a bill at the session this summer 


and I think they cught to be requested to 
do so. The time is ripe for relief.’ 


In speaking of the recent @ecision of 
the Seuthern Educational Association to 
meet next year in Milwaukee a promi- 
nent Atlanta hotel man said yesterday: 

“The people of Milwaukee have 4 
‘Citizens’ Business ‘League,’ the agent of 
whieh, Richard B. Watrous, was in the 
city during the convention, and to his 
efforts more than anything else the se- 
lection of Milwaukee may well be at- 
tributed. 

“The péople of Atlanta ovght to have 
such a league and an accredited agent 
to visit all the places where conventions 
of any size are being held to bring these 
conventions to Atlanta. The hotel men 
would subscribe liberally; I should think, 
Ahe saloon men would subscribe their 
reasonable share of the expense. 

“There is nothing in the world that 
succeeds like persistency of purpose and 
the going out after a thing. Atlanta 
ought to go to work, systematically and 
persistently go out for convention busi- 
ness, by means of an agent like Mr. 
Watrous. If that were done we would 
have twice as many conventions in the 
city as ate now held here. And, while

‘ACCURATE STATISTICS VITAL, 
WRITES CONGRESSMAN BURLESON

Editor Constitution: On yesterday Judge 
Bartlett, Sf your state, brought to my at- 
tention the editorial on “Reliable Cotton 
Statistics” in your paper of date Feb- 
ruary 22. I am gratified to see that you 
are interested in this subject. I have, of 
course, been aware that af all times your 
paper has been a devoted friend of the 
best interests of the cotton-producing 
classes in our section. I fee] that the sub- 
gect of accurate cottén statis- 
tics is a matter of the greatest impor- 
tance, and especially to the man who 
raises the cotton. Knowing that you are 
fully alive to the importance of this sub- 


Ject, I have taken the liberty to inclose 
herewith a copy of the bill which I 
reintroduced this year, and also 


a copy of the hearings before the ways 
and means committee last year and the 
report which accompanied the bill when 
it was unanimously reported by the ways 
and means committee during the‘last ses- 
sion of congress. I have no pride in the 
details of this measure; results are 
what I am after. Would it be asking 
too much for you to read this bill? And 
Tiaving dore so, make me any suggestions 
which may occur to you looking to the 
perfection thereof, or making it more ef- 
fective towards the accomplishment of 
the end intended? Any representativé 
from the south would resent the sugges- 
tion fhat he did not fully appreciate the 
importance of accurate sfatistics on this 
apbject, yet Because this measure car- 
ries an infinitesimally small tax—notwith- 
Standing that the good to result there- 
from would be infinitely to their ad- 
vantage, as compared with this small 
tax—they are loathe to give it support. I 
wish some method, other than taxation, 
would occur to meas a means of gather- 
ing this information, but it has not, not- 
withstanding I have given this matter 
careful thought for years. Producers of 
cotton believe that the ac¢urate statistics 
with reference to the output will result 
greatly to their benefit. Believing this, we 
should be willing that cotton itself should 
bear the slight burden of cost which it 
will take to gather this information, 
From a democratic standpoint, I do not 
want to tax any other industry for the 
benefit of cotton, and consequently when 
I seek to gather the statistical informa- 
tion as to the output of the cotton crop 
each year, I am willing that cotton should 
bear the burden of expense for obtaining 


same. Of course the fact that the statis- 
tical information is actually gather- 
ed at the time the -tax is paid 
which is to defray the expense 
of gathering same, can con- 
stitate no substantial objection 
to the plan suggested. I say 


this much in response to that suggestion 
in your editorial, that ‘‘the idea of tax- 
Ing cotton, even nominally, to defray the 
expense of securing statistics of the crop 
may prove repugnant as a principle.” 
With reference to the “invidious discrim- 
ination,” if the system is not extended 
to the reports of c@feal crops, I beg to 
also direct your attention to the fact 
that the bill.as I originally introduced 
it, applied to wheat as well as cotton, 
and I agreed to the elimination of wheat, 
after conferring with Mr. Hyde, because 
‘We believed the measure would be con- 
siderably simplified and the method of its 
énforcement easier understood and hence 
would increase its chances of enactment 
into law. As I have stated before, your 
paper is recognized throughout the south 
—and especially in my state—as the friend 
of the cotton producer; if, after you have 
read this bill, you could give this meas- 
ure editorial approval that fact would 
be of great assistance fo me in securing 
its passage. 

I am a member of the census commit- 
teo and as the representative who caused 
to be embodied in the act making the 
census bureau permanent the provision 
for gathering statistics of cotton as it 
is being ginned, and providing for re- 
ports thereon, which idea was somewhat 
elaborated by Senator Money when the 
bill reached the senate. I believe it has 
resulted in great benefit to the cotton 
producer in securing a better price for his 


staple while yet in his hands. In my 
opinion, it does not secure as accurate 
statistics as the bill I am now writing 
about would if enacted into law. 

I sincerely hope that you can find the 
time to comply with my request with 
reference to thig matter. I frel sure Mr. 
Hyde (the very awe statistician of the 
egricultiiral department) has expressed it 
that the farmers have, by reagon of over. 
estimatgs of the Neils and Bustons, often 
been rob®ed of 2 or 3 cents per pound’ 
in the price of their cottor® fhat the 
chances for this would be materially de- 
creased [f this bill could become a law.

Political News Notes. 


HE state democratic executive com- , 
mittee will meet in the gonvention 


* hall at the Piedmont hotel at 1! 
o'clock this morning, in response to the 

_ call of Chairman E. T. Brown, for the 
purpose of taking action with regard; to 
the tie of holWing the sta'te primary 


and the state ¢onvention this year. . 


The indications point to a good attend- 
ance of the members of the committee, 
though quite a number will be represent- 
ed hy proxy. There are, however, no 
exciting contests before the committee, 
and it is expected that its work will be 
disposed of in short order and in a man- 
ner entirely satisfactory to all who are 
interested. 

The few members of the committee who 
had arrived last night all said they fa- 
vor an early primary, either the latter 
part of April or the firet of May. 

“There is no reason why it should De 
any later than May 3 or 4,” said a well 
kfiown member of the eommittee in the 
hotel lobby last night. ‘So far as get- 
ting out a good vote is concerned, that 
will be the best time for it, and every- 
body interested is anxiOus to have the 
political situation cleared up and settled 
@s early as possible. I have talked to 
Several members of the committee and 
have heard from others and so far as I 
can ascertain the general sentiment is in 
favor of an eraly primary. {I would not 
be at all sur_rised to see the date fixed 
in the last week of April. June 21, or 
the day before the meeting of the legis- 
lature, would be a good date for the 
meeting of the state convention, as many 
of the delegates will be here at that 
time anyway. It may be, though, that 
the commifMee will want it even earlier 
than that, though that date will give 
plenty of time for the selection of dele- 
gates to ‘tthe national convention.’’ 


The meeting of the committee will be 
called to order this morning by Hon. E. 
JT. Brown. Mr. Brown has just recently 
returned from the north and has been 
euffering with a cold. There is little 
doubt, Tlowever, that he will be able to 
be present and preside over the «ession. 
Hon. M. J. Yeomans, vice chairman of 
the committee, will also be here. Mr. 
Yeomans, as is. well known, is the only 
announced candidate for the chairman- 
ship of the next state convention, a po- 
sition that carries with it the chairman- 
Ship of the state committee for the suc- 
ceeding two years. 

After the committee has been called 
to order and the preliminary business 
attended to, a committee will, no doubt, 
be appointed by the chair to retire and 
consider suitable resolutions to be pre- 
sented for discussion regarding the date 
of the primary, and the regulations for 
holding it, and the date of the conven- 
tion. There is, as a rule, some discussion 
of various features of the resolutions as 
presented By the committee, but this year 
no contest of any moment is looked for, 
an everything seems to be as smooth 
as possible. If there is anybody who is 
anxious for a late primary he has not 
yet made his, appearance, and certainly 
there is nv one who wants to see two 
conventions held, which will be necessary 
unless the state convention is held some 
time prior to July 6, which ig the date 
of the national convention at St. Louis. 

As regards contests, it loks as if 
the hardest fought battles this year will 
be over the positions of delegates from 
the estate at large to the national con- 
vention at St. Louis. Candidates for 
these positions are alueady becoming 
thick, and it looks as if the contest 
would prove an interesting one. 

Chairman Brown, Vice Chairman Yeo- 
mans, National Committeeman Clark 
Howell and Secretary Goldsmith are sufe 
to be present today, and three of the 
delegates from the state at large, Hon. 
H. W. Hill, of Greenville; Hon. Hamil- 
tone McWhorter, of Athens, and Hon. J. 
R. Gray, of Atlanta, will be on hand. 
It is reported that Hon. R. M. Hitch, 
of Savannah, will not come, but has sent 
hisgproxy to Hon. Fleming G. duBignon, 
of this city.

This information was contained in a tel- 
egram to Max Ihmson, personal rep- 
resentative of Mr. Hearst, who was in 
the. city yesterday, registered at the 
Piedmont, rs 

“I have just received a telegram from 
Warren, Ohio,” Mr. Ihmsen sald, “an- 
nouncing the action of the congression- 
a] district democratic convention. The 
two delegates chosen from the district 
to the national convention were instruct- 
ed for Mr. Hearst for the nomination 
for president. Akron, the home of Con- 
gressman Dick, is the chief city of the 
district. These are the first delegates 
to be chosen to the national conven- 
tion, and naturally the action of this 
Ohio district is quite gratifying.” 

Mr. Ihmsen has been visiting several 
sections recently in theQ€nterest of Mr. 
Hearst, and came here to confer with 
one or two friends and to get his mail, 
while on his way to Palm Beach, Fla., 
where he goes for severa] days’ rest. 
While here Mr. Ihmsen was in conference 
with Hon. O. B. Stevens, commissioner 
of agriculture, and several other prom- 
inent Georgians, who are friendly. to Mr. 
Hearst.

Fair Weather Is Indicated 
with Warmer Temperature 
for Today.

The weather yesterday was pretty 
in accord with the forecast. It 
even more than partly cloudy; it was 
scarcely anything else but cloudy, and 
there was a rise in the temperature. 
There was considerable moderation be- 
tween the weather of the morning hours 
and that of the afternoon, and the pros- 
pects are that it will be some warmer 
tomorrow. There was one thing lacking, 
however—the rain of the prediction. No- 
body was worried about that, thongh, 
for Atlanta has had more than her 
share Of rain during the last week ar ten 
days. There was some _ slight misty 
precipitation during the morning, but in 
the afternoon for a while it threatened 
to clear off and become quite pleasant. 
The sun, however, was a little back- 
ward, and there was nothing doing in 
the clearing-uwap, line. 

Today fair weather is promised, with 
slightly rising temperature, which would 
be, in fact, almost a touch of spring. 
The season is verging close on to spring 
as an actuality, and the outlook is that 
the weather is going to be in accord 
with it. 

Tomorrow begins the “(first § spring 
month, though spring weather Is not 
finally assured until after the equinox, 
the latter part of March. 

March has several records for killing 
frosts and the peach and other fruit 
crops are by nu means safe, though part 
of the usually fatal season has passed. 
The freeze that did the mean work last 
year came on February 22, but it is 
possible for another to come along even 
at this time. A few days of warm 
wéather now would bring the blooms 
out in great numbers, and then a frost 
would be Gangerous. The fruit men are 
all hoping for cold weather for a while 
longer in order to tide their crops over 
the danger line.

“I do wish something would happen— 
something strenuous, you know.’ 

“So do I; this is getting d—d :inonot- 
onous, to my mind.” 

“Oh, it’s all right. You fellows are 
young, that’s the trouble. I think it 
about all that could be desired.” 

Admiral Takahiball, in command of the 
Japanese squadron off Port Arthur, re- 
clined at ease on a divan in the cabin 
of the battle ship Oidono and endeavored 
to line up to his name. 

Seated at either side and in front of 
him were three men whom the entire 
world had learned to regard with awe, 
if not with respect. Before the first 
12-inch gun had tainted the Far Eastern 
atmosphere with the unpleasant and sul- 
phurous odor of the Russo-Japanese war 
these three men had deposited their bag- 
gage and letters of credit some 13,000 
miles from where they obtained them, 
and they were now enjoying the luxury 
of a well-earned rest. 

At the right of the gallant admiral 
sat the Shanghai correspondent of two 
well known London papers, the grizzled 
liar, who had handled in masterly fash- 
lon, the news of the movements of the 
allied armies during the advance on 
Pekin a few years ago. Gray tinged his 
hair and beard, and he gazed wearily 
out of the small round cabin window 
that opened to the west and revealed 
the lazily curling columns of black smoke 
rising from the Russian ships in the dis- 
tant harbor. His nervous fingers played 
idly with a slender glass, half emptied 
of its yellow contents, as he listened to 
the remarks of his younger companions 
with an indulgent smile. 

In front of him sat a young man, whose 
boyish face glowed with the prospect of 
great things. For him, reputation, pro- 
motion, wealia; were held in the red 
hand of war, and his ep gm be- 
trayed his eager anxiety for e fray. 
To the left of the admiral, slowly sip- 
ping his eau devie, sat another youth. It 
was he who had opened the conversatiog 
with the words quoted above, and it was 
he who now struck the ashes from his 
cigar and resumed the subject. 

During the Boer war he had attained 
fame as the Capetown correspondent of 
The London Daily Mail, and he felt that 
events must move at a lively. pace if he 
were to sustain his reputation. The 
boyish young man across the cabin ta- 
ble had been stationed at Mole St. Nich- 
olas during the Spanish-American strug- 
gle, and some of his feats of truth-anni- 
hilating were stil] discussed in newspaper 
offices the world over. 

All three men had been detailed by 
their respective journals to cover the 
war in the Orient, and it was for that 
purpose they had secure@ permission to 
follow the Japanese fleet in its opera- 
tions before Port Arthur, and for that 
reason they were gathered at the cap- 
tain’s table of the Oidono on the occa- 
sion referred to in this story. 

Admiral Takahiball was an astute 
man, knowing full well the value of mod- 
ern advertising, albeit he was a skilled 
officer and ready to fight to the death 
without a moment’s notice. But being a 
shrewd man, he welcomed the corre- 
spondents on board his flag ship and 
bade them make free of his cabin and 
its contents. 

Actual hostilities had so far been con- 
fine@d to an exchange of shots between 
his fleet and that of the Russians at a 
range of 6 miles. Tipe perceptible dam- 
age had been one shark killed and sun- 
dry small fishes badly disturbed by shells 
exploding near their homes on the roll- 
ing deep, not to speak of the soiling 
of the interior polish of several large 
guns on both sides. Cablegrams an- 
nouncing that three Russian battle ships 
had been sunk or disabled in the engage- 
ment had been sent all over Europe and 
America, Admiral Takahiball kindly 
lending the correspondents his steam 
launch to take them to the nearest cable 
station: - 

Matters were in this highly satisgactory 
state on the morning when the correspon- 
dents were gathered at admiral’s table, 
indulging in choice brews and exchanging 
hyperbolical statements. The admiral 
took little part in the conversation, but 
his broad smiles proclaimed his interest 
in and approval of the plans outlined. 

“T had a ’gram this morning,” said the 
young man who had spoken first, “and 
I’ve got orders that there’s got to be 
someti@ng doing pretty soon or may be 
sooner. I haven't got a line to send, 
and [I'll be pitched overboard if I know 
where I'll get anything. The fleet rides 
peacefully here, and if there are any 
army maneuvers we don’t know it.’’ 

“You are dead wrong there,’ said the 
Shanghai correg@gpondent placidly; ‘I've 
already written out the story of the land- 
ing of the mikado’s forces at two points, 
one in Korea and the other in Manchuria, 
giving al; details as to commissariat, 
routes to be followed and other informa- 
tion that will be of interest.”’ 

“The hell you have!"’ exclaimed both 
the other correspondents in chorus. 
‘“‘Where did you get your tips?” 

“I see you boys need a bottle and some 
catnip tea,’’ replied the Shanghai corre- 
spondent scornfully. . 

“What do I want with tips? Any fool 
can telegraph what somebody else tells 
him. This is my own plan of campaign, 
and it needs a head to work out one that 
won't bring the laugh on your paper and 
the bounce to you when you print it.

ruse?’’ asked the admiral, 
departed on his errand. 

“Don’t give ’em time to discover any- 
thing,” replied the Shanghai correspon- 
dent. ‘“That’s the whole secret of the 
business. Keep ‘em interested and on 
the jump all the time, and no one will 
take the trouble to investigate. They 
may doubt it, but they’ll say, ‘Well, he’s 
n the spot and I guess he knows what 
he’s ‘talking about,’ and there you have 
"em. It’s 80 easy I'm really ashamed to 
take thelr money ”’ 

“But supposing our papers send over 
dispatch boats, as they did during the 
Spanish-American war,” suggested the 
Mole St. Nicholas correspondeni, “and 
man them with fellows who'll venture 
hear enough thé scene of hostilities to 
get a line on the facts; what then?’ 

“Yes, s-u-p-p-o-s-e they do,” sneered 
the Shanghai correspondent; “suppose 
hell ¢réezes over—then lots of people down 
there can put their skates on again. If 
any such boats come nosing around over 
here the Oidono might mistake them some 
night for Russian torpedo boats; under- 
Stand?” 

There was a laugh in which the admiral] 
joined softly, anl the cabin boy having 
returned with the dispatches, glasses 
were filled and the admiral ang the two 
young correspondents settled themselves 
in attitudes of attention while the Shang- 
hai correspondent selected such as he 
wanted and prepared to read them aloud. 
“Of course,” he prefaced, “in case ot 
any actual news these messages are sub- 
ject to changes. They are, you will no- 
tice, quite non-committal, and are yet 
definite enough to enable my paper to 
Say, ‘I told you so,* if anything con- 
tained in them should prove correct.” 
This statement was made with the ut- 
most sangfroid. 

Here is one, I mean tosend when the 
launch goes to port this afternoon: 
‘**Mooly -Kow, Sept. —.Under cover of 
a tremendous fire from Admiral Takahi- 
ball’s squadron, 19.000 Japanese troops 
are reported to have heen landed on Rus- 
sia’s neck just back of Port Arthur. Vice- 
roy Damtheluckovitch Said to have 
gone to Ping Pong on the river Deepford- 
ski, where he will look after the Musco- 
vite position. Two pairs of pajamas and 
three ships belonging to Russia are said 
to have been sunk during the action. 
No confirmation of these details obtain- 
able.’ 

‘‘That, I think,’’ said the Shanghai cor- 
respondent, “is worth box-car headlines 
But here is where 
the public gets its money’s worth: 
‘‘Toofercheroot, September—In attempt- 
ing to cross Lake Helfrozover six regi- 
ments 6f Cossacks broke fhrough,the ice 
and are now taking water. The latter, 
it Is thought, will prove fatal to them. 
Reported here fa*® Admiral Drinkoviski 
lost fttiree battle ships and his temper 
in an engagement with Admiral Toma- 
tokatsits fleet near Vladivostok. Ré- 
port not yet officially confirmed, Dut 
Viceroy was observed kicking his orderly 
savagely shortly after the news was re- 
cejved. Unverified rumor has reached 
nére to the effect that entire Russian fleet | 
was caught in the water by skillful spies 
of the mikado, but rumor not credited.” 

“That one will fill the bill precisely; it 
sounds important, but states absolutely 
nothing. The people are very fond of 
such news, it whets their appetites and 
leaves room for plenty of speculation. 
Why, we'll sell 100,000 extrag on that 
message alone. 

“Then J have others here which go more 
into detail concerning various sirategic 
moves of both forces. For instance, 1 
think I'N have the SNussians abandon 
Port Arthur Thursday and retire on Har- 
bin. ‘You remember I have already sent 
the viceroy to that point. That will, of 
course, mean two stories—the one 1 send 
from here and the official denial from St 
Petersburg, which will immediately fol- 
low. About half our readers Will believe 
my report and the other half will not 
know whether to believe the czas §0ov- 
erment’s statement or not, 60 we win 
elther way you take it. 

“The only thing that bothers me now,” 
continued the Shanghai correspondent, ‘‘ls 
the fear that I will have sunk too many 
Russian ships. I- may positively need 
them later on. <A careful estimate which 
I made this morning shows that more 
of 'them are now at the bottom of the 
Ocean than were ever On its surface, and 
it is extremely difficult to devise names 
for new ones.”’ 

“Perhaps this may bridge the chasm,” 
suggested tne Capetown correspondent, 
openihg his pocKet pook and drawin ig out 
what resembled a wash list. ‘This is a 
leaf tonn from a Russian census report 
and gives the names—’’ 

“That will do, that wili do exactly,” 
inferrupted the Shanghai correspondent; 
“anything that sounds Muswovitchsky 
will answer capitally for battle ships an: 
i'll prepaTe another fleet tomorrow and 
hold it in readiness four emergencics.”’ 

‘‘Where do we come fn on this?” asked 
the Mole St. Nicholas correspondtnt. 

“You can come in either at the top or 
at the Wottom, as you may elect,”’ repled 
the Shanghai correspondent. “it all de- 
pends on your brains and enerzgy.

TEXT—Matt. 7:1-5. 
that ye be not judged. | 

“Por with what judgment ye 
judge, ye shall be judged: and with 
what measure ye mete, it shall be 
measured to you again. 

“And why beholdest thou the mote 
that is in thy brother’s eye, but con- 
siderest not the beam that is in thine 

wn eyeP 

“Or how wilt thou say to thy 
brother, Let me pull out the mote out 


“Judge not, 


~ of thine eye; and behold,.a beam is in 


thine own eye? 

“Thou hypocrite, first’ cast out the 
beam out of thine own eye; and then 
shalt thou see clearly to cast out the 
mote out of thy brother’s eye.”’ 


Jesus does not forbid all. judgment. In 
another place, He tells us that we shall 
know men by their conduct just as we 


‘know trees by their fruits. Neither would 


Hie have us look with equal approval up- 
on all the different actions of men. That 
would be to confuse moral values, He 
himself severely condemned hypocrisy 
and miserliness, and He says that there 
are times when we should go to a brother 
who has done us an injury, remonstrate 
with him about it and, if possible, bring 
him to repentance and reformation. 
Every man forms a judgment upon a 
brother's action and habitual conduct 
whether he will or no, and it is right 


‘that he should. 


What Jesus forbids ig fot a reasonable 
judgment or an honest estimate of men's 
conduct, but censoriousness, unkind criti- 
cism, fault-finding. 

Said He: “The law of the kingdom, 
about which I have been speaking, is to 
be used by you not as a standard by 
which to condemn others, but as a prin- 
ciple for self-correction. There is such a 
tendency in people to think that they 
have done enough when they have come 
to understand the law that I feel it nec- 
essary to warn you against such conceit. 
That is not enough. Apply it to yourself. 
Don’t go about measuring everybody by 
aw which you have only come to 

end intellectually. You help no- 
body by such a course and you bring con- 
demnation upon yourself in the bargain.” 

It is astonishing how quick and active 

@ome of our consciences are over the 
sins and shortcomings of other people. 
One would think to hear ug talk some- 
times that our consciences were given 
to us for the sole purpose of regulating 
the conduct of others, Our conversation 
often, when it turns upon absent friends 
or acquaintances, would impress one 
avho knew nothing about us that we 
ourselves were immaculate and the sube 
jects of our conversation the gravest of- 
fenders. It is comparatively rare that an 
action of a brother, that is not perfectly 
well wnderstood, is interpreted in the 
most favorable light to him. We are 
Bu ready to I!mpute bad motives, losing 
fight of the fact that putting an evil 
Interpretation upon our .brother’s attion 
For me tg impute a bad 
motive means that, if I were in the place 
of the man whoSe conduct is under dis- 
cussion, I would be moved by the mo- 
tive I suggest. 
- Our fault-findings are of two sorts. 
On the one hand, we are disposed to con- 
demn viceg in others that collide with 
similar vices in ourselves. A man filled 
with the spirit of intolerance complains 
loudly at the.bigotry of his neighbor. 
The vain and conceited man is greviously 
offended by the assumption and haughti- 
Ness of his rival. The pot is much dis- 
posed to call the kettle black, and it is 
unsparing in its criticism of the pitcher 
if a speck of soot is found upon it. 

On the other hand, we are disposed to 
condemn vices that are the direct op- 
posites of our virtues. This is a sly 
way’ we have of paying ourselves com- 
pliments. The rash man complains of 
the conservatism of his neighbor, and, in 
po doing, hopes to attract attention to 
His own daring. The conservative severely 
criticises the recklessness of his pro- 
gressive neighbor, and, by s0 doing, seeks 
to reflect credit upon himself for his pru- 


dence and caution. 


Often the fault in self is greater than 
that in the neighbor which is condemned, 
Jesus expressed this in the figure of the 
“beam” and the ‘‘mote.”’ 

Censoriousness and fault-finding betray 
such a woeful lack of the spirit of love 
and sympathy that we need not be sur- 
prised that they isSue from a heart that 
is the home of a brood of vices. It’is 


- not uncommon for us to hear the man 


with the “beam” of avarice projecting 
from his own eye calling attention to his 
neighbor’s ‘“‘mote’”’ of blacking his boots 
on Sunday. The hypocrite with the 
“beam” of gossip is scandalized at the 
“mote” of cardplaying in fhe neighbor. 
The church member. who has saved a 
fortune from fraudulent bankruptcy, is 
horrified that his brother is so unortho- 
dox as to refuse to'believe in the doc- 
trine of total depravity. The hypocrite, 
who has grown rich off the half-paid 
labor of the poor, is greatly concerned 
about the spiritual welfare of his neigh- 
bor who das not been seen at his place 
in church for the last three Sundays. 
Most of us are religious specialists. We 
have a pronounced aversion to some few 
sins. The censorious in the church today 
@re particularly severe against dram- 
drinking, theater-going, card parties and 
dancing, while little is said against covet- 
ousness, hypocracisy, censoriousSness and 
lying. 

How easy it is to deceive ourselves! 
We imagine that, while it js easy enough 
for us to interpret the actions of other 
people and explain all the bad motives 
which lie behind them, we ourselves es- 
cape. We lose sight Of the fact that 
our own conduct is quite as transparent 
as our neighbor's. 

“Judge not,’’ says the Master. It is ex- 
eceedingly difficult to form correct judg-

ments about our fellows, even if our 
Minds are perfectly fair and unbiased. 
There are so many things that we do not 
know that it is hard for us to arrive at 
an absolutely correct judgment. All men 
@re not alike, and conduet that is toler- 
able in one man is exceedingly Dlame- 
worthy in another. It is necessary in 
making up a correct judgment to take 
into consideration hereditary influences, 
the circumstances of the early training 
4s well as the school of morals in which 
@ man has been reared. 

Appearances are often deceptive and 
We should therefore always lean to char- 
ity in our judgments. It is related of a 
Drok?, In one of the Italian cities that 
his strict economy brought him the rep- 
utation of miserliness. He lived plainly 
and poorly, and at his death a hundred 
thousand men in the city were ready to 
curse him until hig will was opened, in 
Which he declared that early his heart 
was touched with the sufferings of the 
poor in the city for lack of water. There 
were no springs, the public wells were 
bad, and he had spent his life in accu- 
mulating a fortune to be expended in 
constructing an aqueduct to bring from 
the neighboring mountains, a stream that 
should pour abundantly into the baths 
and dwellings of the poor of the city. 


He not only denied himself many of the 


comforts of lfe, but toiled by day and 
By nigWt and bore obloquy that he might 
bless his fellow-citizens. He is dead, 
but those streams pour their health yet 
into that city. 

Dr. Cuyler tells the story of a young 
man employed in a printing office in one 
of our large towns, who inourred the 
ridicule of the other compositors on ac- 
count of his poor clothes and unsocial 
behavior. On several-occasions subscrip- 
tion papers were presented to him for 
various objects, but he refused to give 
his money. One day a compositor asked 
him to contribute for a picnic party, but 
was politely refused. Thereupon the 
other accused him of niggardliness—an 
accusation which he resented. “You Ht- 
tle know,” he said, “how unjustly you 
have been treating me. For more than 
& year I have been. starving myself to 
Save money enough to send my poor blind 
sister to Paris to be treated by a physi- 
cian who has treated many cases of 
blindness similar to hers. I have al- 
ways done my duty here in this office and 
have minded my own business. 1 am 
sacrificing everytaing fn life for another. 
Would either of you do as much? Could 
any One do more?” (, 

The man who sets OUt with the sin- 
cere determination to do his brother 
g00d will hardly indulge in faultfinding, 
for it is to be questioned whether any 
man was every helped by ft. Kindly 
criticism is hard enough to bear, n@z to 
WPeak of that Which, it is suspected, 


springs from pride or uncharitapleness. | 


Nearly always faultfinding makes a 
bad matter worse. While anybody is 
ready to admit that he Is a great sinner 
and Christians seem to take a pride at 
times in making very broad and indeti- 
nite statements about their many short- 
comings. It is worth tue price of friend- 
ship to agree -with them. The man 
who charges himself with being the 
cnief of sinners will hotly and angrily 
resent any insinuation from his neighbor 
that he is guilty of any specific moral 
fault. The offense is greatiy intensified 
if the critic is @ man of conspicuous 
faults. © 

It takes less intelligence and less grace 
fo make da successful faultfinder than it 
does to make a good dog pelter. Any 
fool can find fault. The veriest tyro in 
astronomy can discoyer @pots upen fhe 
Sun, but it takes a first rate scientist to 
calculate its diameter and the lifting 
powers of its rays on an acre of the 
earth's’ surface. Some astronomers ]00k 
so intently at the spots that they lose 
sight of the brilliant disc. 

There are certain large birds in our 
southern country that may be seen any 
day making wide circles overhead, or 
sitting on dead trees about the garbage 
dumps on the outskirts of our cities, 
They seem never to be charmed With the 
beauty of the landscape. he warm gun- 
light and the laughing fields do not make 
them sing. Their eyes will pass Withuut 
interest over a thousand acres brilliant 
with clover, crocus, daisies and poppies, 
but will Nght up with intense satisfaction 
at the sight of a dead dog. 

The fault finder is a human buzzard. 
It never occurs to him to commend the 
virtues and graces in the thousands of 
men and women he knows, but with un- 
erring vulture instinct he picks out his 
neighbors’ faults and gloats over their 
sins. 

This ig one reason that fault-finding 
is so offensive. One smarts more or 
less under the honest criticism of a 
good man. He is both provoked and 
disgusted at the vomiting of buzzards. 

You will notice that Jesus does not 
forbid our trying to remove motes from 
our brother's eyes. Motes are bad 
things in people’s eyes and should be 
gotten out. What He insists upon is 
first getting our own eyes clear. The 
effort to get a splinter from a brother's 
eye while-a rafter projects from the eye 
of the operator is sure to produce pain 
and result in driving the splinter deeper. 

Again the Master cautions us tu look 
to our own interest as well as that of 
our neighbor. ‘Judge not,’ says He, 
“that ye be not judged.’’ At last, our 
judgments rebound upon ourselves. We 
may set out to convince people that 
everything is hopelessly bad, and we may 
make a strong argument. We may call 
attention to the amount of whisky con- 
sumed every year, the number of di- 
vorces, the concentration of wealth, the 
war of labor @nd capital, the strikes and 
lockouts, the @rowded condition of our 
jails and penitentiaries, the hypocrisy in 
the church, etc. We may convince our 
hearers that everything is going to the 
bad at a gallop, or we may not. This 
one thing we are sure to do, namely, ocn- 
vince them that we are pessimists. As 
Francis Peabody once pointed out to his 
Students, we may go about with our 
noses in the air in affected gentility and 
pretended superiority and condemn the 
world of vulgarity. But we do not so 
much convince men that the world is 
vulgar as that we are snobs. 

On the other hand, we may make our 
way through the world anticipating cour- 
teous treatment, relying on the consider- 
ation, fairness and honor of our fellows, 
and be disappointed. We may find that 
some we took to be gentlemen are selfish 
boors, but we have proved one thing, 
at least, and that is that we are gen- 
tlemen. The measure that we use upon 


others is used upon us. 
One trouble with our preaching has 
a@s preachers, €x- 


that we have, 


% 


pended our energy upon criticising our 
members and finding fault with our sister 
denominations. We have found so much 
to condemn and go little to commend that 
our sermons have often seemed to our 
people an interminable series of ‘‘don'ts.”’ 
We are like the mother who called her 
little daughter and said: ‘‘Mary, where 
is your brother? Go and find him. See 
what he is doing, and tell him to 
stop it.’ 

“Proed flocks would often relish a little 
ncouragement to do something. Chrts- 
tianity is not repression; it is enlarge- 
ment. It is not a poverty stricken life 
with all the joys and pleasures taken 
out. It is a life rich, royal, full, free 
and overflowing. ‘I am not come to 
destroy man’s lives. I am come that 
they might have life, and have it more 
abundantly.”’ 

The way to get men to live clean, buoy- 
ant, loveful, abounding lives is not t» 
be. forever nagging, hectoring, carping, 
criticizing ang faultfinding. The Mas- 
ter’s words. ‘Do not find fault,’’ when 
expressed positively, mean, ‘‘Praise your 
brother’s virtues.” That is what He did, 
and it is what we snould-do. 

Give men credit for all the good you 
can and try to enlarge it. The only 
way to get evil out of life is to crowd 
it out. Try to develop yow neigh- 
bor’s good qualities till they shal] fill 
his whole life and leave no room for 
the bad. 

Don't be afraid to brag on folks. We 
are in very little danger of giving our 
children or our neighbors too much en- 
couragement. If somebody does some- 
thing brave or generous or tender or self- 
sacrificing, commend him for it. Encour- 
age him to do it again. 

It takes a finer eye to see the good 
in people than the bad, but find it even 
if you have to strain your eyes a little. 
It will do your neighbor good, and it 
will do you good. Jesus stood in the 
presence of as sorry people as we and 
called them “the light of the world." 

He turned to a poor ignorant woman, 
who tried to steal a blessing, and said: 
“Mhy faith hath made thee whole.’’ He 
made her feel that it was something 
In her that had healed her. 

Look for good. It may seem a small 
thing, but, my brother, do you not know 
somebody that deserves a word of é¢n- 
couragement from you? Your cook will 
go about her task with a lighter heart 
for a word of thanks from you. She 
may not be the best cook in the worla, 
but hasn't she a good point or two that 
you camcommend? The girl that waits 
$n you in the dry goods store gets very 
tired before night. Often her feet ache 
from her long standing. She would ap- 
preciate a kind word from you after she 
has shown you a score of bolts of goods. 
And hasn’t that harum-scarum_ school 
boy some point that you can warmly 
praise? 

\s a religious man, you wish to save 


that mor: t whom you meet every day. 
Don't go at him in a faultfinding way. 
Don't tell him that his morality is of 


no account. Do like Jesus when one 
day he met a young man like that. He 
looked on him ahd loved him and said: 
“Thou art not far from the kingdom.” 
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The mass meeting for men held at the 
Bijou opera house yesterday afternoon 
under the auspices of the Young Men's 
Christian Association was attended by a 
crowd of men who filled the entire build- 
ing save the upper gallery. 

The speaker of the afternoon was Rev. 
H. W. Pope, D.D., of Northfield, Maas. 
Special interest wag added to the service 
by the singing of Mr. and Mrs. Lewis 8S. 
Chafer, also of the Bible conference. They 
Sang with great effect during the _ ser- 
vice the following songs: ‘‘Nailed to the 
Cross,’ “Drifting Away from God" and 
“There is Room in the Heart of Jesus.” 

Dr. Pope spoke from the words, ‘‘The 
heart is deceitful above all things, and 
desperately wicked; who can know it?’ 
He said in part: 

“These words seem harsh and cruel; 
yet they are the trutly from the lips of 
God. The truth of this statement is real- 
ized when we measure things, as we 
must do, by the standard set up by God. 
It is not according to the way of thinking 
on the part of man that determines these 
things, but the omnipotent and supreme 
judgment of God is what fixes the real 
idea of sin and righteousness, and it Its 
the part of man to conform to the stand- 
ard of living as set by the Father and 
as exemplified by the Son. 

“In discussing this matter let us take 
the testimony from three sources, as fal- 
lows: Testimony from the Word of God; 
testimony from the redeemed of the Lord; 
testimony from the conscience of man. 

“The word tells us that there is not any 
righteous one, no not one; that we have 
all sinned; that ‘all we, like sheep, have 
fone astray.’ However we may be in our 
estimation, and how we like to have our 
own way, yet in the sight of God we 
are all sinners. The tendency of Biblical] 
characters to put off their sin on some 
else illustrates the weakness of today. 
As Adam said, ‘the woman tempted me,’ 
s0 we blame some one else. As Aaron 
said that'I put in the gold and the golden 
calf walked out of the fire,’ so we try to 
excuse ourselves. 

‘‘Hven* those who have been redeemed 
from sin still continue to think them- 
selves perfect and to sing their own 
praises, and here»we have the testimony 
of the redeemed on this matter. In the 
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midst of affliction Sob recounts in chap- 
ters 38 and 39 what great deeds he him- 
Self has done. The egotism of the man 
in thinking of himself is seen in the fact 
that the personal pronoun I occurs 300 
times in the two chapters. God rebukes 
him and causes him to realize, as we 
must, humility of heart. Paul illustrates 
how we must depend on the divine guid- 
ance and strength. What wilt thou have 
me to do? is his question to find out God's 
way. But some one will say, 1% natural to 
sin, then where man’s responsibility? 
His responsibility is fqund in that God 
Offers a new way to man that gives par- 
don from sin and he can accept or reject. 
The eleven of the twelve disciples asked, 
‘Lord, is it I” when the Master said He 
should be betrayed. Thus we ste, even 
with the disciples, including the beloved 
John, the confession of the depravity of 
the flesh. 

“The third testimony is found in our 
Own conscience, 
heart, as at the bottom of a clear lake on 
the mountainside, is found the hidden 
things that are dark and mean and low 
and not suspected from outward appear- 
ances. These are known to our conscience 
and to our God. wne bad thing about 
sin is not so much the consequences, but 
the guilt of wrong doing. This guilt of 
having one’s own way in sin carries to 
hell, the natural place for such people.” 

he speaker made a strong appeal to 
the men to accept Christ. and after a 
song fromm Mr. and Mrs. Chafer an after 
meeting was held, at which about twenty 
men signified thefr intention to become 
Christians. 
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Rev. C. J. Harris delivered his first 
Lenten sermon yesterday morning from 


Luke xv: “The Prodiga] Son.” Subject, 
“The Soul's Awakening.” Text, ““When 
He Came to Himself."” Among other 


things, the preacher said: 

“Of all works py masters in painting 
and oratory, the picture of the soul's 
awakening in the story of the prodigal 
son surpasses every other effort. There 
are three distinct experiences in human 
life which may be termed awakenings. 

“Hirst the infant passes through a 
period of discovery and questionings, 
when he finds himse:f and desires to 
know the ‘why’ of things. + 

“Next man awakens, and as he 1s only 
a big child, his discoveries, although 
similar .n method, are on a higher plane. 
Man cries ‘whence,’ and turning back- 
ward takes hold of laws, principles, facts 
and basic.forces, “ail mankind passes 
through paradise,’ as a lay friend once 
said. It is a good piace to be born in, 
but a poor place to live in. 

“Passing out of paradise, from inno- 
cency to modesty, from idleness to in- 
dustry, to a Life of character, is a fail 
upward and Godward. 

“Life is on the ascendency; man is yet 
in course of creating—he igs not finished. 
Man is born a child of God, and possesses 
infinite possibilities. If natural depravity 
is a fact, then every growing child is 
a lving testimony of a justless God. 
He has ro choice at birth, but comes un- 
asked, Even though cursed with human 
weakness, we cannot think of an added 
curse of a justless God.

destiny. When the prodigal found he 
was the child of a king, he arose to the 
height of his privilege. The  prod:gal 
came, not to a @@oss nor a creed nor a 
church; he ‘came to himself.’

“Moody once said, ‘conversion {is right 
about face, march.’ This is the Univer- 
salist definition of conversion, Back over 
the road through which we came—back to 
the heart of God. 

“Tell men, not how bad they are, but 
how good they are; that when they fall 
they smirch the mantle of a prince; they 
daub the garments of an he:r to a throne; 
they bear a crown to the gutter. Tell men 
to arise. Men they are, act like men. 

“There are those who, believing in the 
inevitable failure of the Christ to save 
the world, would teach that man is born 
with a stone tn his breast, and that sal- 
vation consisted in a surgical operation, 
involving. the ingraft:ng of a heart of 
flesh, the free-will offering of a_ self. 
sacrificing person. 

“During this Lenten sermon, 
aweiken and be themselves. It's not 
yours, but your God’s wants: not what 
you can give up, but what you give out, 
that gilds these weeks. All nature 
teaches that everything has a key, and 
when touched will respond. 

“My first lesson in Universalism was 
learned eight years ago, when, touching 
a certain combination on my Grand 
piano, an old rusty coal hod responded. 
I unwittingly had found its key. — 

“We believe God knows the key to 
every heart: that He Knows no fallure. 
and that ‘atl chords that are brokey will 
vibrate once more.’ 

“A father’s love found a wandering 
son. Ife arose, faced the light, drank in 
its glory, assimulated its purity, and like 
a towering lily above a muddy pool, in 
his beauty he stood a living testimony 
to the life, a light and love of a wise and 
good father of all men.”

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Dr. W. W. Landrum. pastor of the 
First Baptist church, addressed a large 
congregation yesterday morning and eve- 
ning in two of the most impressive dis- 
courses yet delivered by him. The weath- 
er conditions were very unfavorable, but 
this did not deter members and visitors 
from attending the services. 

The subject of the morning sermon was 
taken from Ruth xi, 12: “The Lord re- 
compense thy work and a full reward 
be given thee of the Lord God of fsrael 
under whose wings thou art to trust.’’ 

Dr. Landrum said in part: 

“Truth, taught by example, as all know, 
is more effective than truth @mmunicated 
by precept. Examples are visible, spe- 
cific, human. Men mean more than prin- 
ciples. Men are principles vitalized, prin- 
ciples clothed with flesh and blood, prin- 
ciples in action. Regeneration as a doc- 
trine may be difficult and mysterious. 
A regenerated life, on the other hand, !s 
plain and simple. Faith as a doctrine 
may perplex us. Faith, incarnate in 
William Carey, or Odoniram Judson or 
Helen Keller is altogether understand- 
able. Repentence, treated as a doc- 
trine, iavolves all philosophy and all the- 
ology. Repentance as shown by our Lord 
in the parable of the prodigal son, is 
clear to the apprehension of a little child. 

“So RueW is a demonstration. She is 
proof of God's guidance in the experience 
of a human soul. She is an illustration 
of how our heavenly Father rewards a 
genuine convert. As we study her we

‘see in action all the great doctrines which 


enter into the heart of one who enjoys 
conscious salvation. 
Naomi, Ruth's mother in law, you will 


} remember, went out of Israel {nto Moab, 


the land of idolatry, full and the Lora 
sent her home again empty. Ruth. 
on the other hand, left Moab ‘n 
company with Naomi empty, but 
the Lord filled her with bless- 
ings in Bethlehem. Naomt is the back- 
slider cOming back to consecration and 
bringing Ruth a convert with her. Ruth 
is a convert emptied of everything but 
faith in Jehovah longing to share all 
the experiences of his chosen people of 
whateyer character. 

“Observe first the eleménts of Ruth's 
faith. Boaz declares ‘thou art come to 
trust under the wings of the Lord God 
of Israel.’ Faith ts trust, if is Intelligent 
trust, it believes God is worthy of trust, 


It is affectionate trust, it 1@ no mere aa- 
ee pews mind to oe ter of moe 
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absolute confidence in his wisdom and 
goodness and love. 

“Recall Ruth’s heroic resolution and 
full declaration of faith. To Naomi, 
begging her to count the cost of desert- 
ing Moab for God's country, she exclaims: 
‘Whither thou goest, I will go, and where 
thou lodgest I will lodge; thy people shall 
be my people and thy God my God." How 
those words flame with holy ardor. What 
Christian confessor in any age has sur- 
Passed this heathen convert in supreme 
devotion to God? Martyrdom itself has 
no more illustrious example of sublime 
indifference to consequences in the path 
of duty. 

Analyze ‘that resolution. It contains 
three counts. One, the first and most 
important, looks upward. It recognizes 
the highest obligation. It puts the soul 
in proper relation with its Make- and 
Father and Savior. “Thy God shalf be 
my God.” Salvations comes in that 
way. The gospel of the Old Testament 
is put by Isaiah In these words: ‘“Be- 
hold, God is my salvation. [I will trust 
and not be afraid: for the Lord Jehovah

My friends, if you are incapable of 
sacrifice, if there is no herofsm fn your 
spiritual composition, if you are not will- 
ing at God’s order to lead a forlorn 
hope, if you are not prepared to suffer for 
God and humanity when™occasion arises, 
you may as well read yceurself out of the 
company of the redeemed. Count the 
cost. A religion which costs nothing 19 
worth nething. A religion which does 
not lead you and me both to service and 
sacrifice is a sham. It is not Chrit’s re- 
ligion. He said, “Except a man take up 
his cross and follow Me, he cannot be 
My disciple.’’ 

Consider now the new blessing Boaz de- 
livered a general benediction, “A full re- 
ward be given thee of the Lord God of 
Israel under whose wings thon art come 
to trust.” 

Salvation given by God is worthy of 
God. It 1s a great salvation because 
coming from a great God. All the at- 
tributes of Jehovah, omnipotence, omnis- 
cence, omnipresence are involved in it 
as truly as wisdom and goodness, love 
and mercy. All the resources of the 
universe are at the disposal of the saved 
Whoever by faith in Him appropriates 
the Creator receives also the creation 
as well. 

So our Lord tells us in the words, 
“Seek first,’’ first in importance and all 
inclusive of everything else, ‘“‘seek first 
the kingdom of God and His righteous- 
ness and all ithese things'’—necessary 
food, raiment and shelter, employment, 
usefulness—‘‘shall be added untwyw you.” 
“Godliness is profitable unto all things, 
having the promise of the life that now 
is as well as that which is to come.” 
Christian experience proves the promise. 
Paul represents all others when he says, 
“T have learned in whatsoever state I 
am, therewith to be content, for He hath 
said, I will never leave thee nor for- 
sake thee.’’ 

Ruth received from God what we call 
temporal blessings. Jehovah led her to 
honorable employment ina new and 
strange country. When the Almighty 
is a man’s partner, work will appear. 
How many times I have seen women 
thrown by the providence on their own 
resources rise to meet the situation ana 
not only support themselves, but educate 
their children and contribute to charity. 
Atlanta ts full of such Instances. God 
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work. And Boaz did not pauperize Ruth. 
“Te helped her to help herself. Help of 
any other kind toward the poor is not 
help, but an hindrance. 

God bestowed upon the converted Ruth 
not only work through Boaz, but Boaz 
himself. Wealth came to her. Social posi- 
tion also. Influence and power enriched 
her life. Her purely temporal blessings 
were abundant and satisfying. 

I do not understand that God now 
promises to every trusting child of His 
as much as He deemed it wise to bestow 
on the Moabitess. I do not even believe 
that God wishes all His children to be 
What is called “well off’ in this world’s 
goods. Christ sanctified poverty. Poverty, 
Not beggary. not dependence on charity. 
not poverty which humiliates, but limited 
means and consequent pliin Hving are 
the ideal conditiong for the great majority 
of Christ's followers. Godliness with con- 
tentment is great gain, Contentment is 
easier in the poor than in the rich. So 
much of material things as is best for 
us that God will most surely provide. 

Temporal blessings, for good reasons, 
may be limited. Spiritual blessings, which 
are more impertant, will flow into us 
ceaselessly and without measure. ““What 
shall it profit a man, if he gain the 
whole world and lose his own soul? Or 
what shall a man give in exchange for 
his soul?” On the other hand, what shall 
it not profit a man if he gain his soul, but 
lose the whole world? The soul is the 
man. It is the soul, the spirit that hopes 
or despairs, that trusts or is skeptical, 
that is happy or unhappy, that ts loving 
Or hating, that is savéng or destroying, 
that is enjoying foretastes of heaven or 
enduring befcrehand the woes of hell. 
Millions cannot buy peace of conscience. 
The mines and mint? of the world are too 
poor to purchase a moment's real satis- 
faction to a consciously lost soul. 

Ruth had peace within. Her's were in- 
ner riches. God Himself was her rock 
and refuge, her strength and her song. 


Ruth lived in the gpnerations which 
follow. Ruth was the ancestress of our 
Lord. It pleased God that her blood 


should reappear in the physica organiza- 
tion of the Son of God. It was the symbol 
of deathless earthly influence and power. 
So our heroine lives today, not only an 


‘*mmortal spirit in heaven, but abides on 
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earth in God's words which records her 
conduct, in the gognel of God's Son who 
descended from her and in the unnum- 
pered lives that have felt the inspiration 


|of her heroism and consecration. 
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At St. Mark church Dr. Charles O. 
Jones, the pastor. preached at I! o'clock 


from the text Matthew xvi, 16: “Thou 
art the Christ, the Son of the living 
God.” He said in part: 


“Jesus desired a confession of faith by 
His disciples, not that He was ignorant 
of the ideas of men regarding IItm, but 
that He might correct any error into 
which they may have fallen. The dis- 


ciples refrained from relating many harsh 
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and ugly things that had been sald of 
Jesus, and told Him oniy of the good 
things. The comparison of Jesus to John 


the Baptist, Elias, Jeremiah, or some one 
of the prophets was intended to be com- 
plimentary to Jesus. Perhaps it was 
Herod, tortured by his conscience for 
beheading John at the Instance of the 
wicked Herodias and her voluptuous 
daughter, Salome, who declared Jesus 
was the reincarnation of John the Bap- 
tist. Other opinions merely show the be- 
lief of the persons offering them in the 
various views of the old scriptures as 
discussed among the Jews. 

“Peter, with all the itmpetuosity of his 
great nature, declareqd Him to be the 
Christ. the Son of the living God. Christ 
is a Greek word meaning ‘anointed,’ ex- 
actly similar to the Hebrew word Mes- 
siah. It was a declaration of the beau- 
tiful thought that Christ was anointed 
king, appointed ruler and full of author- 
ity from God to control Vis kingdom in 
the earth and in the heavens. 

“Some practical questions of worship 
Is Jesus worthy of our 
worship? Worship is forbidden for us 
to give to our equals or to our inferiors. 
For man to worship inanimate objects 
Seems to be abject folly. for man is in- 
finitely superior to all sich. For man 
to worship man, his equal is a worse 
folly. the same deaq level of humanity 
shows that such pravers cannot ascend 
abowe the head of the worshipper. 

“Christ has all the tributes 
of God the Father. He p 
the needs of man, for hey 


powers of Christ. His 
life on earth illustrated His wonderful 
compassion and beneficence and we have 
proven to us that Jesus deserves {n His 
own right all the devotion of His people 
Jesus receives the worship of man- 
kind. All the great men and minds of 
earth have ascribed glory to His name 
Great philosophers, statesmen, soldiers. 
orators, and others of various of powers 
have yielded the adoration of their hearts 
and spirits to this Christ, the Son of the 
livine God. The divinity of Jesus Christ 
is affirmed not only by seripture but by 
all human experience and belief, and all 
the little piping voices . 
to protest are drowned In the 
ree oe poh and the anthems of 
umanity’s universal ascrip

“It is as important today as it was 
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on the road down to Caesarea Philipp!.

Calls For Crusade Against Spirit of 
Outlawry Which Causes Lynch- 
ings—Civilization Threat- 
ened by Increase in 
Illegal Executions.

Birmingham, Ala., February 28.—The 
Age-Herald tomorrow will publish the 
following letter from Booker T. Wash- 
ington: 

“Within the last fortnight three mem- 
bers of my race have been burned at 
the stake; of these one was a woman. 
Not one of the three was charged with 
any crime even remotely connected with 
abuse of a white woman. In every. case 
murder was the sole accusation, All 
of these burnings teok place in broad 
daylight, and two of them occurred on 
Sunday afternoon in sight of a Chris- 
tlan church. 

“In the midst of the nation’s busy and 
Prosperous life, few I fear take time to 
consider whither these brutal and in- 
human practices are leading us The cus- 
tom of burning human beings has be- 
come so common as scarcely to excite 
interest or attract unusual attention. I 
have always been among those who con- 
deminéd in the strongest terms crimes of 
whatever character committed by mem- 
bers of my face, and I condemn them 
now with equal severity; but I main- 
tain that the only protection of our cliv- 
liization is a fair and calm triai of all 
people charged with crime, and in their 
legal punishment, tf proved guilty. There 
is no shadow of excuse from legal meth- 
ods in the cases of individuals accused 
of murder. The laws are, as a rule, 
made by white people, and their execution 
is by the hands of white people; go that 
there is little probability of any guilty 
colored man escap*ng. 


Disgrace Lies on Mob. 


““"These burnings without trial are in 
the deepest sense unjust to my race; 
but it is not this injustice alone which 
stirs my heart. These barbarious scenes 
followed, as they are, by the publica- 
tion of the shocking details, are more dis- 
graceful and degrading to the people 
who inflict the punishment than those 
who receive it. 

“Tf the law is disregarded when a ne- 
gro is concerned, it will soon be disre- 
garded when a white man is concerned, 
and, besides, the rule of the mob de- 
stroys the friendly relations which should 
exist between the races and injures and 
interfers with the material prosperity of 
the communities concerned. 

“Worst of all, these outrages take place 
in communities where there are Christian 
churches: in the midst of people who 
have their Sunday schools, their Chris- 
tian Endeavor societies and Young Men’s 
Christian Associations; where collections 
are taken up for sending missionaries to 
Africa and China, and the rest of the 
so-called heathen world. 

“It is not possible for pulpit and press 
to speak out against these burnings in @ 
manner that shall arouse a public sen- 
timent that will compel the mob to cease 
insulting our courts, our governors and 
our jegal authority, cease bringing shame 
and ridicule upon our Christian civiliza- 
tion?
